ST. LOUIS, Mo., Aug. 2. — Senator | 
James A. Reed and Breckinridge Long 
were running a very close race for the | 
Democratic nomination for United States 
Senator when returns from over a 
third of the 3,848 precincts of the State | 
of the votes in yesterday’s primary had 
been received up to an early hour this | 
morning. , 
The ‘apparent indications are that| 
Reed has been nominated by about 5,000} 
votes. This is based on an éstimated | 
plurality for Reed over Long. of about | 
43,000 in St. Louis and Kansas City to- | 
gether, Reed ‘has carried Pemiscot, | 
Dunklin, Miss, Scott, Cole, Lincoln, Pike, 
Boone, Moniteau, Cooper, Platte and/ 
several other counties which Long ex- | 
pected to carry by several thousand. } 

The returns seem to show that Long | 
will not have more than 35,000 or 40,- | 
000 in the country, outside of the two} 
cities. . 

The returns bear out the indications 
of the campaign that Long would sweep | 
the rural districts of the State, while | 
Reed would carry St. Louis and Kansas | 
City by large majoriti¢s. To win Reed | 
must overcome Long’s plurality in the 
country between the two cities. 

A plurality for Reed of 20,000.or more 
in Kansas City, Reed’s home town, | 
seems certain, while St. Louis has been 
counted on to roll-up fully 20,000 more. | 
Owing to the length of the St. Louis} 
ballots and the heavy vote, the ‘returns 
from the election here are slow in com- | 
ing in. ‘ 

The final result may hinge. on the} 
yoting in Kansas City, where in the | 
early returns Reed was leading eight to | 
one, suggesting a possibile plurality | 
there of 30,000 or 40,000. 

According to the present outlook the | 
total Democratic vote will be about 350,- 
000, of which probably 120,000 will be | 
polled in St. Louis and Kansas City. 

Political analysts figured that in order | 
to win Long must maintain a lead of | 
three to two over Reed in every county 
of the State outside St. Louis and Kan- | 
sas City. In some counties Long fell | 
short of doing tis. Reed has apparently 
carried Dunklin, Boone, Mississippi, | 
Scott and Lincoln Counties, which were 
ciainied by Long’s managers by several 
thousand votes. 

In any event it now seems likely that 
the two candidates will finish within | 
10,000 votes of each other. On the pres- | 
ent returns it would appear that Reed 
has Slightly the advantage. | 

At an early hour this morning Long | 
was leading Reed by 7,350 votes in re-| 
turns from 1,686 precincts. | 

Returns from 679 out of 3,848 pre-| 
cincts in the entire State give Long 
64,067 and Reed 54,963. 

Reed's suppérters are claiming, his} 
nomination by 5,000 to 15,000, but the 
figures ‘thus far received do not bear 
out this contention. There are still un- 
reported large rural sections where} 
Long is known to have great strength. | 
The Fifteenth and Sixteenth Congres; 
sional Districts, particularly the Six-| 
teenth, are Long territory, and few re- 
turns had.Been received from them. 
Some of the Ozark counties will give | 
Long three votes to Reed’s one, but the} 
total vote there is not large. 

Returns from eighty-four precincts out 
of 618 precincts in the city of St. Louis 
give Long 2,438 and Reed 4,781. 

Sixty out of 389 precincts in Kansas | 
City give Reed 7,466, against 855 for | 
Long.

Note to All Debtors Says That

LONDON, Aug. 1.—Great Britain com- 
municated today to the French Govern- 
ment through the French Embassy in 
London an important note dealing with 
the question of interallied indebtedness. 
An identical note, save for the neces- 
sary changes in wording, was simultane- 
ously communicated to the Governments 
of Italy, Jugoslavia, Rumania, Portugal 
and Greece througlk their representatives 
in London. 

At the same time a copy of the note 
was conveyed to the American Embassy 
in London for transmission to Washing- 
ton. The United States Government is 
not directly addressed in the document, 
but as the course of action~ decided 
upon by Great Britain is the outcome of 
the position taken by America in regard 
to the British indebtedness to the United 
States a copy of the note was communi- 
cated to the American Government as a 
matter of courtesy. 

The note is understood to have been 
drawn up by Lord Balfour personally— 
of course, after consultation with his 
colleagues—and to have been the object 
of careful examination and discussion 
by the Cabinet on several occasiqns 
since it was writter some ten days ago, 
It is signed by Balfour ts Acting See- 
retary of State for Foreign. Affairs. * 

The British position, as stated in the 
note, is that the British Governmen 
cannot cancel the debts of the Allies 
to Great Britain since the American 
Government has called upon his Majes- 
ty’s Government to settle the war debt 
due to Washington. But the British 
Government does not intend to try to 
collect more than it has to pay. 

While taking this attitude, the British 
Government states that it would prefer 
to have a general cancellation of indebt- 
edness, in which case it would give up 
all claims on German reparations. Such 
a settlement, the note concludes, would 
be of more benefit to mankind than the 


| enforcement of the legal claims of the 


nations against each other. 
Text of the British Note. 


The full text of the note follows: 

As your Excellency is aware, the 
general question of the French debt 
to this country has not as yet been 
the subject of any formal communica- 
tion between the two Governments, 
nor are his Majesty’s Government 
anxious to raise it at the present 
moment. Recent events, however, 
leave them little chdice in the matter 
and they feel compélled to lay before 
the Government their views on certain 
aspects of the situation created by 
the present condition of international 
indebtedness. 

Speaking in general terms, the war 
debts, exclusive of interest, due to 
Great Britain at the present moment 
amount in the aggregate to about 
£3,400,000,000, of which Germany owes 
£1,450,600,000, Russia £650,000,000 and 
our allies £1,300,000,000. On the other 
hand, Great Britain owes the United 
States about a quarter of this. sum, 
say £850,000,000, at par of exchange, 
together with interest accrued since 
1919, 

No international discussion has yet 
taken place on the unexampled situa- 
tion partially disclosed by these fig- 
ures and pending a settlement which 
would go to the root of the problem 
his Majesty’s Government have silent- 
ly abstained from making any de- 
mands upon their Allies, either for 
payment of interest or repayment of 
capital. But if action in the matter 
has hitherto been deemed inopportune, 
this is not because his Majesty’s Gov- 


ernment either underrates the evils 
of the:present state of affairs or be- 
cause they are reluctant to make large 
sacrifices to bring it to an end. On

Killed, 52 Hurt; 


Cripples in Panic in Train Collision

PARIS, Aug. 1.—There was heavy loss | 
‘of life at 3 ‘o’clock this) morning on | 
the railroad between Agen and Tarbes, 
when two trains crowded with pilgrims 
proceeding to the shrine of Lourdes 
were in. collision, several cars being 
telescoped. So ‘far’as details are avail- 
it appears that about forty pil- 
grims were killed and fifty-two more or 
less severely injured. It is feared that 
many are still beneath the wreckage. ; 

Horror was added to the accident by, 
the fact that it occurred when» most 


of the passengers on both trains were 
sleeping. There was-a scene of panic 
when. the crash took place, especially 
as the majority of passengers were 
cripples unable to help themselves or 
others in the darkness. . 

As soon’ as the news of the collision 
reached Tarbes, both civil and military 
ambulances were rushed ‘to: the: scene 
and two relief trains. were sent.

Answering these complaints, union 
leaders said that a rehearing by the 
Labor Board, which was to be~gained 
under the peacé program, would doubt- 
less result in wage advances.

President’s Proposals for Ending Railroad Strike 
and Executives’ Reply Rejecting Them. 


THE PRESIDENT’S LETTER. 


The letter from President Harding, read to the conference of Railway Executives here yesterday, detailing his pro- 
posals for the settlement of the railroad strike, was as follows: 


THE WHITE HOUSE, WASHINGTON, JULY 31, 1922. © 


MY DEAR MR. CUYLER: 

I am writing to convey to you the terms of agree- 
ment, as I understand them, upon which the railway 
managers and united shopcraft workers are to agree, 
preliminary to calling off the existing strike. 


First—Railway managers and workmen are to 
agree to recognize the validity of all decisions of 
the Railroad Labor Board, and to faithfully carry 
out, such decisions as contemplated by the law. 


Second—tThe carriers will withdraw all lawsuits 
growing out of the strike, and Railroad Labor 
Board decisions which have been involved in the 
strike may be taken, in the exercise of recognized 
rights by either party, to the Railroad Labor 
Board for rehearing. 


Third—All employes: now on strike to be re- 
turned to work and to their former positions with 
seniority and other rights unimpaired. Thé repre- 
sentatives of the carriers and the representatives 
of the organizations especially agree that there 
will be no discrimination by either party against 
the employes who did or did not strike. 


In‘view of the things said in our personal inter- 
view, it is hardly necessary for me to emphasize my 
belief in the wisdom of the railway managers accept- 
ing this compromise in order to bring the strike to an 
end.’ I have made a very full appraisal of all the 
embarrassments involved in making the seniority 
restoration. It has seemed to me that the proposition 
that the order of things on the day the strike began 
be restored, and that both employers and workers 
agree against discrimination toward either those who 
struck or did not strike, will leave to the managers 
only the difficult problem of dealing with the new 


men employed. It would be futile for me to attempt 
to point the way of most easily solving that diffi- 
culty. I have only attempted to appraise the situa- 
tion from the larger viewpoint. It.seems to me that 
such a settlement brings, first of all, the restoration 
to normal operations in transportation for which the 
country is calling. In the second place, it establishes 
definitely the full recognition of the Railroad Labor 
Board by all parties coricerned. I have not specifi- 
cally stated it in the terms of settlement, but, of 
course, the abandonment of-the contract system, ‘in 
accordance with the decision of,the board, is to be 
expected on the part of all railroads. It is wholly 
unthinkable that the Railroad Labor Board can be 
made a useful agency of the Government in main- 
taining industrial peace in the railway service unless 
employers and workers are both prompt and unques- 
tioning in their acceptance of its decisions. I think it 
is more desirable than I know how to express to have 
established the unchallenged authority of the Railroad 
Labor Board, because we must do those things which 
are necessary to bring about the recognition of suit- 
able authority to decide and end such disputes. as 
menace the continuity of transportation. 

You are at liberty to present the situation as I have 
outlined it to you, and I hope you will convey to the 
members my deep conviction that this dispute must 
be brought to an early termination. I need hardly 
add that I have reason to believe these terms will be 


accepted by the workers. If there is good reason why 
the managers cannot accept, they will be obligated to 
open direct negotiations or assume full responsibility 
for the situation.

RESOLVED, (1) That we accept the first recom- 

mendation of the President, reading as follows: 

First—Railway managers and workmén are. to 
agree’ to recognize the validity of all decisions of 
the Railroad Labor Board, and to faithfully carry 
out such decisions as contemplated by‘the law. 

with the understanding that this is’ not intended to 
preclude any’ party to a controversy from proceeding 
by: legal action to question the validity of any order 
of the board on the ground that jurisdiction and 
authority to make ‘the order was not conferred by 
the statutes creating the board and defining its au- 
thority. 

(2) That we accept the second proposal of the 

Président, reading as follows: 

Second—The carriers will withdraw all lawsuits 
growing out of the strike, and Railroad Labor Board 
decisions which have been involved in the strike may 
be takén, in the exercise of recognized rights by 
either party, to the Railroad Labor Board for re- 
hearing. : 


with the understanding that the strike is first called 
off, and -the- representatives of the strikers pledge 
themselves and the strikers against violence in any 
form against the men now at work and the property 
of the carriers, since otherwise it would be impossible 
to consider the dismissal of injunctions and other 
legal measures necessary to protect such persons and 
property from the violence and intimidation of the 
character resorted to in many localities since the 
strike was called. 

(3) That it is impossible to agree to the first sen- 
tence of the Third proposal of the President, the 
whole of which reads as follows: 

Third—All employes now on, strike to ‘be returned 
to work and to their former positions with seniqrity 
and other rights unimpaired. The representatives of 
the carriers and the representatives of the organiza- 
tions especially agree that there will be no discrimi- 
nation by ‘either party against the: employes! who. did 
or did not strike. :

to have established the unchallenged authority of the 


, Railroad Labor Board, because we must do those 


things which are necessary to bring about the recog- 
nition of suitable authority to decide and end such 
disputes as menace the continuity of transportation.” 

By this language the President has expressed with 
great force and clearness the policy which we advo- 
cate. But the decisions of the Railroad Labor Board 
were flouted and defied by the six grganizations com- 
prising the Federated Shop Crafts; the strike was 
called to take effect July 1, 1922, and even the sum- 
mons of the board to appear with the railroad -execu- 
tives before the. Labor Board, after the ‘strike was 
called and before it. took effect, was contemptuously 
ignored by the leaders of the strikers,--who refused 
to attend the hearing. Thereupon .it became the plain 
duty of the railroads actively and vigorously to un- 
dertake to uphold, the orderly processes for the ad- 
justment of industrial disputes contemplated by the 
statute creating.the Jabor Board, and "represented 
by the decisions of that board against, which the 
strike in question was.directed,.and at the same time 
continue'to the best-of their ability to dischargé their 
uty to the public as‘ common carriers. 
. 7 A shai tn the service refused to’ join the strike 
and in so doing were assured of, the seniority, rights 
accruing to them and of the permanence af. their 
positions.

The Chairman of the Labor Board at the time the 
strike wag called .made the following ‘public state- 
ment: , 

Upon one questior the striking employes should not 
be deceived. Their leader has said that ‘the strikers 
are’ no longer employes. of. the railways, and they 
have thus automatically abandoned all the™ rights 
they possess under. their agreements and under the 
decisions ‘of thé board, including théir seniority. 
This is not the board’s action. » It is their ‘own. 

Many carriers are givittg- their former employes the 
opportunity ‘to re-enter, the service within a limited 
time. It must be understood now that men who ré- 
mained in the service and those who are now enter- 
ing it will. have rights of seniority that the board 
could not ignore. 


The Chairman of the board’s statement that 

this is an individugl ‘utterance, but it expresses, in 
substance, the sentiments of a large majority of the 
members of the Railroad Labor Board. . 


was justified by formal action of the board taken in 
its resolution of July 3, 1922, which stated, among 
other things, as follows:

Practically every State in the Union 
Was represehited by failroad executives 
when the conference convened shortly 
after 11 o'clock yesterday morning, with 
T. De Witt Cuyler, Chairman of the 
Association of Railway Executives, pre- 
siding. Mr. Cuyler, who had been in 
Washington conferring with President 
Harding and the Administration offi- 
clals on the strike settlement plan, read 
, without comment or suggestion the 
President's letter to the executives. 
This called for agreement on these 
Specific points: 

First--That railway managers and 
; “workmen are to agree to abide by all 
‘Mecisions of the Railroad Labor Board 
,wand “faithfully carry out such’ deci- 
» slones** 

Second—Thet all pending lawsuits be 
| withdrawn and no further litigation be 
| brought against the Railroad Labor 
Board, and that elther party may take 
| lecisions to the board for rehearing. 
| Third—That strikers be taken back by 
“Whe raflroads with seniority intact, with 
| mo impairment of their standing as a 
result of their having gone on strike, 
and that no discrimination be practiced 
, @gainst employes who did not strike. 


i Offers No Seniority Solutton. 


'“Bupporting his views, President Hard- 
Ing said that “it fs hardly necessary 
for me to emphasize my belief in the 
wisdom of the railway managers ac- 
i cepting this compromise in order to 
bring the strike to an end.’’ Explaining 
that he was fully aware of the embar- 
Tassments involved in restoring senior- 
ity, the President added that “it would 
be futile for mé to attempt to point the 
way of most easily solving that diffi- 
tulty.’’ 

| “XZ have only attempted to appraise 
lethe situation from the larger view- 
m@meint,’” he continued, adding that “if 
there is good reason why the managers 
_ Cannot accept they will be obligated to 
@pen direct negotiations or assume full 
®eaponsibility for the situation.’’ 

President Harding made it clear that 
the abandonment of the contract system 
wuled against by the board was to be 
@xpected on the part of the railroads. 
Concerning the Railroad Labor Board 
he said: 

““It ts wholly unthinkable that the

useful agency of the Government in 
maintaining industrial peace in the rail- 
way service unless employers and work- 
ers are both prompt and unquestioning 
in their acceptance of its decisions. 

“YT think it is more desirable than I 
Know how to express to have estab- 
lished the unchallenged authority of the 
Railroad Labor’ Board.” 


Lovett Leads Discussion. 


Immediately upon the reading of the 
| President’s letter the executives began 
@ discussion of its contents, with Rob- 
ert Lovett, Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
regarded as dean of the railway execu- 
tives, taking the floor. He said that 
there was ‘‘ no moral reason ’’ why the 
roads should recede from their stand 


against restoring seniority rights to the 
strikers. 
* There is no practical reason either,” 
Mr. Lovett is quoted as having said, 
inting out that the railroads were fill- 
up their shop forces rapidly, -some 
of them recruiting to 80 per cent. of 
mormal. He declared the railroads were 
fm a position to handle the nation’s 


traffic. 

A. H. Smith, President of the New 
"York Central Lines, followed with the 
gtatement that to agree to the Presi- 
dent’s plan would bring about “ de- 
morglization of the existing forees.’” He 
said the supervisory forces on several 
roads were now threatening to quit in a 
body if any proposals restoring sentority 
rights to strikers should be accepted. 

“Here is proof of every word I have 
Baid,”” emphasized Mr. Smith, as_ he 
threw down upon the conference table a 
stack of telegrams from supervisors, 
foremen and assistant foremen on the 
New York Central Lines, who had tele- 
graphed protests. 

‘““We must be loyal to the men who 
have been loyal to us,’’ continued Mr. 
Smith. ‘‘ We cannot give way. There is 
mo necessity for such action. The rail- 
roads are running and wil continue to 
give the public service.” 


Warns of Union Domination. 


Wr. Smith warned that to accept the 
wtrikers back on such terms would mean 
eventually that the unions again would 

| dominate the railroad employes and that 
they would discipline and oust gradual- 


ly from the service the loyal old em- 
ployes and the new men. 

Secretary Hoover arrived at the con- 
ference promptly at 12 o'clock, and was 
greeted with a roar of applause as he 
appeared before the executives. He spoke 
less than twenty minutes, explaining 
that he had come as the personal repre- 
sentative of President Harding. 

“I simply presented the position of the 
‘Administration,”’ said Mr. Hoover, smil- 
ing as he emerged from the conference 
room. ‘“‘I made some further explana- 
tions of the President’s proposals, which 
were already before the meeting. I did 
no take part in the djscussions and I 
was not asked any quéstions.”’ 

It was explained by an official spokes- 
man of the executives, that Mr. 
Hoover said in effect at the meeting that 
the first issue, that of upholding the 
Railroad Labor Board, transcended all 
others, in the opinion of President Hard- 
ing. He said the President was de- 
termined to uphold the Railroad Labor 
Board, and was especially desirous of 
seeing the men return to work and,both 
sides manifest obedience to the Board's 
findings. 

President Harding did not consider 
seniority a serious issue, Mr. Hoover 
‘was quoted as saying, because it did not 
affect the integrity of the Labor Board, 
the Government or any one else. He said 
that the President realized the rail- 
roads’ viewpoint as to the seriousness 
of the seniority question, and did not 
wish to seem to belittle it. However, he 
@id not count it a ‘‘ major issue” and 
must not obscure the main question, 
a upholding the Railroad Labor

The phrase in the first para- 
graph, in which Mr. Harding indicated 
that the railroads. were ‘‘ to agree "* with 
the peace proposals, was criticised as 
having a' mandatory suggestion. Other 
executives voiced a similar objection to 
the President's communication. _ 


Bx-Service Men Applauded. 


Sounds of heavy applause from the 
board room were heard several times 
as the various executives voiced their 
views, and one particular period of pro- 
longed cheering was later found to have 
been inspired by reports submitted that 
25 per cent. of the men now employed 
in the shops were ex-service men. 

W. R. Scott, President of the South- 
ern Pacific Lines in Texas, declared that 
the Western roads were improving ser- 


vice and that they would stand by the 
“loyal and new employes.” 

‘“*We will face a greater strike than 
has ever before been experienced in this 
country if we accept this proposal,’’ Mr. 
Scott was quot as saying. ‘‘ The 
supervisory forces, already restless be- 
eause of the reports of such a settle- 
ment, will quit. These men know their 
jobs will no longer be safe and that they 
will sooner or later suffer persecution. 
Demoralization faces us if we agree.’’ 

Mr. Scott was supported in this stand 
| B. A. Worthington, President of the 
Chicago, Indianapolis & Western, and 
other executives. 

It was’ unofficially stated that the 
suggestion was advanced that the execu- 
tives ask President Harding to inform 
them if he really meant his communi- 
cation as a mandate or ultimatum... If 
he did, it was suggested that they agree 
to accept it, if the President would as- 
sume all responsibility for the con- 
sequences of such a policy. ‘This pro- 
posal, however, was dropped without dis- 
cussion, it was learned. 

The executives adjourned their confer- 
ence sine die shortly after 4 o'clock 
and ftled out of the raom, of them 
smiling, but refusing to divulge what 
action they had taken. ‘ 


“No Compromise,” Says Loree. 


The first official word as to the re- 
sults of the conference came from Mr. 
Loree, who announced that the Presi- 
dent’s plan was rejected, and “ there 
will be no compromise on seniority 
rights." He emphasized that the latter 
stand was absolute. 

The meeting was behind closely 
guarded doors, and such executives as 


came and went said they were under 
explicit orders to say nothing. Official 
spokesmen for the executives, however, 
from time to time advised the news- 
paper men in the reception room regard- 
ing the general trénd ef the discussion. 

Besides the usual attendants at the 
conference room, nearly a dozen special 
police in uniform and plainclothes de- 
tectives were on hand. They were sta- 
tioned in the corriders near the meet- 
ing place. 

Robert S. Binkerd, assistant to Mr. 
Cuyler, said that there was from 150 
to 180 railroad officials present at the 
meeting. There were 267 votes cast, he 
said, a vote being allowed each carrier 
for each 1,000 miles or fraction of line, 
he said. There are 201 Class A rail- 
roads in the United States, Mr. Binkerd 
said, of which 186 are members of the 
Association of Railway Executives, but 
not all the 186 were represented yester- 
day because they did not have interests 
at stake. Among those not being pres- 
ent were Colonel B. L. Bugg, receiver, 
Atlanta, Birmingham & Atlantic Rail- 
way, and W. T. Stewart, Vice Presi- 
dent, Gulf & Ship Island Railroad, whose 
lines are not involved. 

Speaks for Western Group. 

Samuel Felton, President of the Chi- 
cago & Great Western Railroad, who 
headed the Western group of executives, 
was strong in his support of Mr. Smith 
in advocating the protection of loyal 
workers. 

“We have organized our shop forces 
and are getting the roads back to nor~ 
mal,”’ Mr. Felton is quoted as saying. 
‘Unless the Government ceases its in- 
terference we will have a far worse 
strike on our hands. We must have 
discipline. If strikers are reinstated 
with seniority rights it will be impos- 
sible to maintain discipline.’’ 

Mr. Felton agreed with Mr. Smith that 
‘“*acceptance of President wn ngs Lu 
proposal would result in complete de- 
moralization of America’s transporta- 
tion system and the system of honorable 
co-operation between employer and em- 
ploye upon which it is founded.’’ 

The discussion of the subject was 
wholly one-sided, it was stated. Not a 
single executive around the conference 
table proposed unqalified acceptance of 
the President’s proposal in its entirety. 

Most of the out of town executives 
went home immediately after leavin 
the meeting. The New York Centra 
added a special car to the Wolverine 
Express for accommodation of the West- 
ern contingent. 


Predict “ Fight to a Finish.” 


The outcome of the conference, it was 
said by one of the officials last night, 
was tantamount to a declaration of 
“fight to a finish.”’ The seniority pro- 
posal was conceded to be the crux of 
the situation and ‘“‘ impossibility f 
agréament’’ on that issue automatically 
imposed practically the same condition 
on the other two, despite their partial 
endorsement. 

Vice President Atterbury, in charge of 
the operations of the Pennsylvania sys- 
tem, immediately ordered notices to be 
posted on all employes’ bulletin boards 
and to be distributed to them personally, 
assuring them that they would be pro- 
tected. The notices said: .- 

“To the employes of the Pennsylvania 
system, to the old men who have re- 
mained loyal and to the new men who 
entered our service and who jointly have 
enabled the railroad and its officers to 
perform its duty in a full and efficient 
manner: 

“I give you my personal assurance 
that my obligation to you under our 
agreements will be fully carried out. 

‘Those agreements fully protect the 
old and new men in their seniority and 
the terms of the agreements cannot be 
changed except by mutual consent.’’ 

A.. H. Smith, President of .the New 
York Central Lines; also issued a state- 
ment to employes of the road assuring 
them they would be protected and their 
seniority rights sustained. He also: be- 
gan answering the hundreds of inquiries 
received from the unea supervisory 
forces. He said: ‘‘ We ll support the 
old employes who remained faithful and 
the new employes who have made possi- 
ble the continuation of transportation 
during the shopmen’s strike.”’ 

After the conference, Frank H,. Alfred, 
President and’ General Manager of the 
Pere Marquette Railroad, called the gen- 
eral offices of the company in Detroit; 
and instructed that the following order 
be posted at all shops and other points 
on the line: 

“Railroad officials have resolved 
unanimously to protect the seniority of 
old employes who remained loyally with 
the company, and also the new men 
who have taken service with the com- 
pany since the strike. Former employes

Roads’ Present Solid Front. 


Spokesmen for the executives sald 
that the program adopted at yesterday's 
meeting was final and that it was ex- 
pectad that every road would agree to 
go along in opposition to the Presi- 
dent’s program. Emphatic denial was 
made that any roads would effect a 
settlement with the strikers independent 


of the stand taken by the majority. 
The executives only smiled wank “aie: 
patches from Chicago were shown to 
them stating that the men would be 
asked to make separate settlement with 
roads accepting President Harding’s 
conditions,

Pleased, Declare Union Men, 


Waiting until they had been informed 
of the executives’ stand, the Central 
Strike Committee assembled at the Con- 
tinental Hotel to discuss the situation. 
The strike leaders appeared to be in the 
best of spirits, and expressed them- 
selves as pleased that the executives 


had Gecided to reject the President's se- 
niority proposals. 

In declaring the railroad executives 
were “now in open revolt against the 
President,”” John J. Dowd, of 
the commit d 


e ttee, said: 

‘The railroads first struck against the 
Public when, in 104 specific instances, 
they refused to obey the mandates of 
the Railroad Labor Board. The walkout 
of the shopmen was merely a final ef- 
fort to secure those rights guaranteed 
them by the Transportation act, but 
denied them by the roads. The rail- 
roads struck again against the public 
when they refused to negotiate a settle- 
ment proposed by Chairman Hooper of 
the Labor Board in Chicago. The rail- 
roads dealt the public a final strike blow 
today when they refused to agree to an 
urgent and reasonable request for a 
settlement proposed by the President in 
behalf of the people of the United States. 


“This final act of the executives 


means a clean-cut victory for the cause 
of the shopcraft workers. From now on 
public opinion will be solidly behind us. 
The Government is even more deeply 
committed than before to bring about 
an early settlement. The morale of the 
men will be immensely strengthened. 
“A handful of railroad presidents, no 
matter how powerful they may be, 
cannot long force their selfish will 
against such overwhelming odds."’ 


SHOT IN STRIKE CHASE, 


Man Said to Have Helped Attack 
Workers Arrested. 


Following 2a chase last night of a 
dozen alleged striking employes of the 
Mott Haven railroad yards, in the 
Bronx, James Foley, 24, an electrician 
of 375 Bast 158th Street, the Bronx, 
was arrested after he was shot in the 
left hip by Policeman Dennis Mulderrig 
of the Morrisania Station. _He was ta- 
ken to Fordham Hospital, where he was 
held a prisoner on a charge of felonious 
assault. 

Foley, according to Mulderrig, was in 
a group of strikers who tried to beat 
two employes of the railroad yards 
when they started home from work last 
night. The policeman on strike duty 
about the yards said he saw the strik- 
ers start after the two employes at 
156th Street and Park Avenue, the 
Bronx. He jumped into.a taxicab and 
followed. ‘ 

At Park Avenue and 16ist Street the 
strikers came up with the workers and 
began to attack them, the policeman 
said. He arrived a moment later and 
the strikers ‘scattered in every direction. 
Mulderrig said he singled out Foley and 
ehased him east on 161st Street to Court- 
land Avenue, where he caught him and 
placed him under arrest. oley broke 
away, he said, and struck him in the 
face with an umbrella. The policeman 
then fired. He then took Foley to the 
hospital, The other strikers escaped. 


TO REMAIN OUT FOR SENIORITY 


Michigan Central Men Also Demand 
Dismissal of New Workers.

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 1.—Striking 
shopcraft employes of the Michigan Cer- 
tral Railroad in mass meeting today 
voted to stay out until assurance is 
given them that their seniority rights 
will be restored when they retutn to 
work. This was the text of a resolu- 
tion passed unanimously by the 1,200 
strikers present. ‘The resolution was 
wired to B. M. Jewell, President of the 
Railway Employes’ Division of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

The shopcraft employes also voted to 
remain out until all strike-breakers are 
dismissed from railroad employ. 


NEW HAVEN TRAINING CLERKS. 


Strike Is Anticipated by 5,000 Now 
Employed. 


BOSTON, Aug. 1.—The strike ballot 
taken by the Brotherhood of Railway 
Clerks on the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad, which was complet- 
ed at midnight and was peing counted at 
New Haven today, was overwhelmingly 
in favor of a strike, according tm union 
officials here. They said that 5,000 
clerks on the system might be on strike 
before the end of the week. Loss of 
the Saturday half holiday, of time and 
one-half for overtime work and of vaca- 
tions with pay are among the grievances 
involved. 

In anticipation of a4 strike, the New 
Haven management has already hired 
100 clerks here, it was said, and is open- 
ing schools of instruction.

President Will Study Exeeu- 
tives’ Rejection of His Peace 
Plan Before Moving.

ROADS’ CLAIMS’ DISPUTED 


Capital Does Not Accept Their 
Statement of Facts In the 
Seniority Issue. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—President 
Harding will study further the reply of 
the railroad executives and their rejec- 
tion of the seniority clause of his strike 
settlement plan before determining the 
Administration’s next attempt to end 
the railroad shopmen’s strike. 

The executives’ telegraphic reply was 
eoming in over the White House wires 
tonight when the President returned 
from an after office-hours round ‘of 
golf. No comment upon the message 
was authorized at the White House to- 
night. Those who have seen the Presi- 
dent during the past few days are con- 
vinced that he has not given up hope 
of ending the strike. He has withstood 
pressure from many quarters urging 
him -to recognize the executives’ oppo- 
sition to restoration of seniority privi- 
leges. He ig not expected to withdraw 
from this stand. 

Senator Albert B. Cummins, Chairman 
of the Senate Transportation Committee 
and one of the sponsors of the Cummins- 
Esch act under which the Railroad 
Labor Board was established, is con- 
vinced, now that the carrier have re- 
jected the President’s plan, that there 
is nothing left but a “ fight to the fin- 
ish ’*’ between rail labor and manage- 
ment. 

If the shopmen's strike continues offi- 
cials here fear that other railroad broth- 
erhoods may be called out. In this con- 
nection the extracts from the resolu- 
tions by a number of central labor 
unions throughout the country calling 
for a general strike, made public this 
afternoon without comment by Samuel 
Gompers, President of the American 
Federation of Labor, aroused consider- 
able interest. No fears of a general strike 
were expressed by officials, but Mr. 
Gompers’s act was interpreted as a 
feeler for the reaction of public opinion 
to suggestions for a spread of the shop- 
men’s strike. 

With the railroad strike still unsettled, 
the Administration has little comfort in 
the fact that both the strikers and the 
carriers‘have accepted the first of Presi- 
dent Harding’s proposals, namely that 
‘‘ railway managers and workmen are to 
agree to recognize the validity of all de- 
cisions of the Railroad Labor Board and 
to faithfully carry out such decisions as 
contemplated by the law.’’ 

At the White House this morning, 
after a Cabinet meeting, an Adminis- 
tration spokesman declared that consid- 
erable emphasis was placed upon this 
provision in the President’s' proposition. 
Secretary Hoover, at the meeting of the 
executives in New York, amplified Pres- 
ident Harding’s insistence tkat the su- 


premacy of the Labor Board should be 
maintained in any settlement reached. 

Acceptance by both executives and 
strikers of the validity of the Railroad 
Labor Board’s decisions virtually has 
ended the causes for a strike. So far 
as the strikers are concerned they are 
willing to return to work upon the basis 
determined by the Labor Board, but 
the executives’ refusal leaves the strik- 
ers in a position of “‘ all dressed up and 
no place to go.’’ 

There was no authoritative informa- 
tion tonight as to the Administration’s 
next move. There is considerable spec- 
ulation upon this point, but it appears 
to be based upon surmise rather than 
evidence, pending some official word ex- 
pected from the White House or Ad- 
ministration sources tomorrow after fur- 
oe conferences that the President may 


Deny Roads’ Claims on Seniority. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (Associated 
Press).—President Harding had the rail 
strike problem back on his hands to- 
night as a result of the refusal of the 
railway executives, at their meeting in 
New York, to accept the Administration 
settlement plan so far as the seniority 
issue is concerned. 

The tone of the replies and the circum- 
stances under which they were made, it 
was indicated at the White House, un- 
doubtedly would guide the President to 
some extent, and there was another inti- 
mation that publicity could not always 


be helpful in the difficult and delicate 
negotiations into which the Administra- 
tion has been drawn by the industrial 
situation. 

From the Government viewpoint, the 
railroad,strike is regarded as immediate- 
ly serious only because of the existing 
stoppage of coal production, and there 
have been constant intimations that the 
Administration would be disposed to 
force a quick settlement of the railroad 
difficulties in order to cope with the coal 
stoppage, even at the cost of some re- 
establishment of the former control of 
railroads. 

Cabinet members and associates of the 
President have sharply emphasized the 
contrast between their view of the 
‘seniority issue’’ and that taken by 
the railroad executives as expressed in 
public statements. Public statements of 
railroad heads that the granting of the 
strikers’ demand for a return of full 
seniority rights would lNecessitate the 
discharge of scores of thousands of ef- 
ficient workers hired to take their places 
have been flatly denied in informal dis- 
cussions with newspaper correspondents, 
said to be exaggerated and otherwise 
stamped as unreliable. It has been fur- 
ther represented in some Government 
quarters that such men as have been 
hired. would not generally be of a char~ 
acter and capacity which would make 
them suitable as permanent employes. 

Th this was the FPresident’s view 
was further indicated by the proposals 
transmitted to the union and the execu- 
tives meetings, in that on the crucial 
point of senority rights the proposals 
would give the strikers a’ more complete 
rehabilitation in the service than was 
suggested in any of the unofficial sum- 
maries made public in advance. 

The possibility that new legislation 
would + sought in Congress as a re- 
sult of the strike test of the Transpor- 
tation act, which would make the Labor 
Board's decisions binding and penalize 
violations of them by either employes 
or employers, was again suggested in 
official circles today. Chairman’ Hooper 
of the Railroad Labor Board was ex- 
pected to argue’ for increases. of the 
board’s power before Congressional 
committees when the issue came up.

MEXICAN RAIL MEN PARADE. 


Elght Thousand Demonstrate Sym- 
pathy With Strikers Here.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 1.—More than 
three thousand railway men took part 
in a parade through the main streets of 
Mexico City today in sympathy with the 
striking railway men in the United 
States. The parade was orderly, a num- 
ber of banners being carried, one assert- 
ing that the cause of the rail workers 
in the United States was the common 
cause of the Mexican workers, The 
parade was headed by a small group 
carrying a large red and black flag, 
followed by a large banner inscribed 
‘‘ Third Internationak Mexican Section 
of Communists.” The procession was 


composed of office men and mechanics, 
with a few conductors and engineers. 


MEXICO CITY, Aug. 1 (Associated 
Press).—In the labor parade staged here 
today approximately 98,000 railway 
workers of all grades marched through 
the streets to manifest their sympathy 
for the American raflroad strikers. 

The procession halted in front of news- 
paper offices and Government buildings, 
while leaders delivered vigorous speeches 
against capitalism and voiced the adhe- 
sion of Mexican laborers to their 

brother Americans who are at death 
grips with the monster money powers.”

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25,000 CAR MEN OUT, 


BUT CHICAGO RIDES 


Strike of the Traction Workers 
Ils Offset by the Mobilization 
of Motor Cars. ~ 


BUSINESS LITTLE IMPEDED 


Waddell, Leader of Strike-Breakers, 
Is on Hand, but an Agree- 
ment is Sought.

CHICAGO, Aug. 1.—Despite a, strike 
by 25,000 employes of Chicago’s elevated 
and surface traction lines today, indus- 
try and business proceeded with vigor. 

Department stores, banks, manufac- 
turing plants and concerns with thou- 
sands of employe’ almost unanimously 
reported that the street car tie-up had 
caused not more than 2 or 3 per cent. of 
absences from work and tardiness of 
not more than half an hour. 

The mobilization of fleets of motor 
trucks, arranged in anticipation of the 
strike, handled thousands of employes. 
Hart Schaffner & Merx, with seventy- 
five trucks and cara hauling employes, 
and Mantgomery Ward & Co., with 
thirty-six, declared that the bulk of the 
help punched the clock en time. 

A few of the bigger banks used motor 
transportation, but most of them left the 
task of getting to work on time to the 
initiative of their forces. ‘The result, 
they all said, was surprisingly satisfac- 
tory. At the Continental and Commer- 
cial National Bank the answer was, ‘A 
better attendance than yesterday.” 

The generosity of motorists greatly 
facilitated the day’s remarkabie record. 
‘* Hop in, old man,’’ or ‘* Get in, lady,” 
were the cheerful salutations heard all 
along the thoroughfares early and late. 
Motor buses plied industriously on the 
north side along Sheridan Road and Lin- 
coln Park. Usually three of them, 
bound in the same direction, were in 
sight at any time. 

An American flag at the radiator and 
a sticker on the windshield reading 
‘Illinois. Automobile Club Courtesy "’ 
meaning a lift, showed what the 12,000 
members of the organization did to help 
lighten the public burden. 

Motorists assuaging the ills of the pop- 
ulace with free rides, however, could not 
accommodate everybody. Those operat- 
ing vehicles for profit, from shiny lim- 
ousines to “ flivvers,’’ trucks and even 
horse-drawn conveyances, spent the day 
by no means unprofitably. Fares varied 
between 25 and 50 cents. 

Thousands, casting about anxiously for 
means of getting to their downtown 
duties, turned eagerly to the steam roads 
wherever available. A careful checking 
up showed apparently that, despite the 
embarrassment of the railroads on ac- 
count of the shopmen’s strike, every line 
making a practice of picking up pas- 
sengers within or closely arcjacent to 
the city responded satisfactorily to the 
enormously increased demand. 

The substitution of motor transporta- 
tion for street cars resulted in one death 
and a score of accidents to those bound 
for work in the loop. Most of those 
hurt escaped with bumps, cuts or 
bruises, but some sustained ‘ractured 
skulls. 

The Loop tonight under the shadow 
of the strike had an apathetic air, a 
brooding silence, broken now and then 
by the cries of drivers of improvised 
jitneys. These offers had few takers. 
Everybody who had. apparently any 
destination had already gone. 

At the legitimate theatres business fell 
off only a trifle from that of last Tues- 
day, but with the Pageant of Progress 
crowds the managers had anticipated a 
big week. It was admitted that if the 
strike continued several days the pro- 
ductions now playing would be severely 
hit. 

After the theatre, the crowds in the 
Loop restaurants showed a marked fall- 
ing off. ‘‘ They're all from out of 
town,” said one manager. ‘‘ Chicago 
people, even if they have cars, are not 
coming down, after the trouble they had 
in getting home.’’. 

Loop motion picture houses suffered 
materially. One manager estimated that 
the attendance was less than 50 per 
cent. of the normal. Chicago seemed 
to welcome the strike as an opportunity 
for staying at home, at least for one 
night. 

Only as a “last resort,”’ when all 
other efforts for peace have failed, will 
the Chicago surface lines import and 
employ strike-breakers to end the strike 
and force the open shop on Chicago's 
traction system. This was the positive 
statement today of traction officials, 
and it was corroborated by James 
Waddell of Berghoff Brothers & Wad- 
dell, New York, leader of strike-break- 
ers, who has been in the city for sev- 
eral days, and who has a national rep- 
utation for having broken big strikes, 
and, incidentally, of having broken the 
back of union labor in many communi- 
ties. 

Such a situation as would cause the 
street railway officials to bring in 
etrike-breakers by the wholesale for a 
fight to the end with the unions cannot 
come for a least some few days, it was 
authoritatively stated. 


SAYS SCHOOL SYSTEM 
NEEDS STRENGTHENING 


Dr. Tigert, U. §. Commissioner of 
Education, Addresses Big 
Columbia Gathering. 


America’s educational system must be 
braced to meet the demands of the pres- 
ent and the future, Dr. John J. Tigert, 
United States Commissioner of Educa- 
tion, declared before a big gathering of 
the Summer Session students of Colum- 
bia University last night. Rural train- 
ing, physical education, eye conserva- 
tion, health supervision and better pro- 
vision for teachers were discussed by 
Commissioner Tigert. 

Dr. Tigert spoke in the university 
gymnasium at the annual reception of 
the Southern Club, the biggest public 
event of the Columbia Summer session.

Dr. Tigert said that surveys 
had revealed that millions of children 
are suffering from eye defects. 

Dr. Tigert will deliver an address un- 
der the auspices of the Columbia Sum- 
mer Session in the Horace Mann Audi- 
torlum at 3:30 o’clock this afternoon.

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SUIT OVER FUR SALES 
ENDED IN COURT ORDER 


Several Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lars Involved in Dealer’s Quar- 
rel With Exchanges. 


Orders signed by Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Erlanger yesterday discontinuing 
suits of the International Fur Exchange 
of St. Louis and the New, York Fur 
Auction Sales Corporation against Bar- 
nett Cohn, dealer in skins at 28 West 
Twenty-seventh Street, and an action 
by. Cohn against the former, revealed 
the settlement of cases filed early last 
year in which several hundred thousand 
dollars was involved. The terms were 
withheld. The questions at issue have 
excited the interest of the trade ever 
since the suits. were filed. 

The suit by the New York Fur Auc- 
tion Sales Corporation against Cohn 
was for $56,178 as a balancé claimed to 
be due for moneys advanced on skins 


bought at auction and for deficiencies 
on the sales of the skins for the account 
of Cohn. He interposed a counterclaim 
for $59,153, asserting that the auction 
company failed to resell the goods with- 
in a reasonable time, thus causing them 
to depreciate in~ value to the extent 
sued for. 

The International Fur Exchange sued 
for $112,566 for advances and de- 
ficiencies, and Mr. Cohn  counter- 
claimed for $76,768, alleging not only 
that the resale was unreasonably de- 
layed, but that it was not made in good 
faith. The settlement of the case was 
brough about through the Guaranty 
Trust Company, to which the claims of 
the International Fur Exchange, now 
out of business, were pledged.

TWO OTHERS .IN DOUBT 


Meeting at Cleveland on Mon- 
day Is Suggested to End 
the Coal Strike. 


BiG INFLUENCES WORKING 


Government and Financial Interests 
Said.to Be Active in the 
Move. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 1.—Assertions } 


were made here today,. following an in- 
vitation to central competitive field 
operators issued by John L. Lewis, In- 
ternational President of the United Mine 
Workers, to a conference at Cleveland 
Monday to negotiate a basic wage 
scale which would end the coal strike 
that the same Government and financial 
influences which caused the issuing of 
the call were being exerted to insure 
the holding of the conference. 
President Lewis also summoned the 
General Policy Committee of the mine 
workers to meet in Cleveland at the 
same time for prompt action on de- 
velopments as they might occur in the 
Joint conference. The miners will re- 
main on strike until an agreement or 
@ definite understanding is reached. 

While some of the groups of opera- 
tors in the central competitive States 
field, made up of Western Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, declared 
they would not accept the call to a 
conference. Mr. Lewis expressed satis- 
faction with the situation and insisted 
that the conference would be held and 
result in an agreement. The statement 
was made that a substantial company 
fn the Pittsburgh district had agreed 
to enter the conference and that in- 
terests in Illinois representing an 
annual production of 1,200,000 tons 
would join it. 


Lewis’s Invitation. 


The following telegram was sent to the 
operating interests in the central com- 
petitive field, which includes Western 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois: 

Philadelphia, Aug. 1, 1922. 

In behalf of the United Mine Work- 
ers, I am, herewith, inviting the coa 
operators of the central competitive 
field to meet in joint interstate confer- 
ence at the Hollenden Hotel, Cleve- 
land, Ohio, at 10 o’clock A. M. Mon- 
day, Aug. 7, 1922, for the purpose of 
negotiating a basic wage agreement 
designed to terminate the present sus- 
pension in the mining industry. I ex- 
press the sincere hope that the inter- 

ests represented by you will find it 
possible to participate in the joint ne- 

otiations. JOHN L. LEWIS, 
resident United Mine Workers of 
America. 

President Lewis gave out this state- 
ment: 

“‘In issuing an invitation to the coal 
operators of the central competitive field 
to assemble in joint conference in Cleve- 
land on Aug. 7, I am actuated by the 


highest considerations of public welfare | 


and the impelling necessity for an early 


adjudication of the issues involved in the | 


bituminous and anthracite coal file 

‘This strike, unparalleled in its mag- 
nitude, is now in its eighteenth 
and constitutes an industrial convulsion 
which menaces the financial and social 
fabric of our nation. Aside 
tremendous personal ‘sacrifices so brave- 
ly endured by the mine workers, the 
strike is exacting penalties from every 
citizen of our land and is clogging the 
ehannels of commerce and disturbing the 
realms of finance and credit throughout 
the civilized world. Its effect will con- 
tinue to be felt long after its termina- 
tion, and 
upon those least able to bear it. 

**In consideration of these facts and 
notwithstanding the powerful position of 
advantage now enjoyed by the mine 
workers, we have resolved to again at- 
tempt to assemble a conference where 
passion will be allayed and reason pre- 
dominate. We are able to fight in- 
definitely, but much prefer the pursuits 
of peace to the ills of industrial war- 
fare. We feel that the American public 
will support our offer to meet at the 
conference table and will encourage the 
corporate interests involved to have their 
representatives present. 

‘‘The making of a basic settlement in 
the central competitive field will permit 
of an immediate following settlement in 
all of the outlying bituminous coal dis- 
tricts and should pave the way for an 
immediate adjustment in the anthracite 


coal fields as well. Such a result will 
be acclaimed by every citizen. Those 
who block the success of such a confer- 
ence by refusal to-participate should 
therefore be made to bear full responsi- 
bility for tre continuing situation.’ 

A report that some coal companies 
operating in northern West Virginia 
might seek to enter a Cleveland con- 
ference was confirmed. The statement 
was made that a contract with these 
operators would be made soon after an 
agreement was reached at Cleveland if 
the West Virginians were not permitted 
to enter-the conference.

Refused by Pittsburgh Group. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. Aug. 1.—The 
Pittsburgh Coal Producers’ Association 
today declined the invitation of Prest- 
dent Lewis of the United Mine Workers 
for a central competitive field confer- 
|ence to settle the coal strike, but stated 
|in a message to Mr. Lewis that it was 


willing to meet the mine workers’ or-

‘““We will not attend a four States 
joint conference for the reasons already 
given you,”’ said the telegram to Mr. 
Lewis. ‘‘ As you have been repeatedly

| negotiate a wage for this district, all

abide by the wage to be agreed upon. In 
| case of failure to agree, we offer to ar- 
bitrate in accordance with the proposal 
made by us to President Harding on 
July 17 last, that the mine workers re- 
turn to work immediately on the wage 
scale in effect in November, 1917, with- 
out the check-off.

PRESIDENT AWAITS 


| RESULT OF LEWIS MOVE 


Washington Labor Circles Hope 
_ Division Among Operators Will 
| Insure Conference. 


Special to The New York Times. 

| WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—The outcome 
| of the proposal made today by President 
| Lewis of the United Mine Workers for 

a joint wage conference of bituminous 
| operators and miners of the central 
competitive field at Cleveland next 
| Monday will be awaited with interest 
| by the Administration. 

In labor circles the assertion was 
| made that the refusal of operators in 
| Indiana, Pennsylvania and Southern 
| Ohio did not necessarily mean that all 
operators in those districts would de- 
cline to meet with the miners. Success 
or failure of the Lewis proposal would 
be determined when it became known 
whether a sufficient number of oper- 
ators from Indiana, Ohio and Illinois 
would break away from the leadership 
of those who opposed the conference, 
asserted labor men. There had been no 
hope that the operators of Western 
Pennsylvania would agree. Adminis- 
tration leaders were in a mood to accept 
the move by Mr. Lewis as :a_ hopeful 
sign, but not as an assurance of an 
early agreement which would send a 
large number of miners back to work. 

‘*I welcome any constructive effort 
to settle the coal strike,’’ said Secretary 
of Labor Davis, ‘‘‘ therefore the invita- 
tion to the Cleveland conference is a 
move in the right direction. Methods 
that have settled other coal strikes have 
so far failed in this one so that the re- 
turn to the method of joint conference 
meets with my hearty approval. 

‘*T hope that the conference will be 
so representative of the mining industry 
that the probability of an early resump- 
tion of mining will be assured. A 
speedy resumption, even now, will make 
it difficult to avoid hardship and suf- 
fering this Winter. 

‘““T am quite sure that the partici- 
pants at Cleveland will fully realize 
the serious economic situation confront- 
ing the country and that they will lend 
every effort to reach a quick settle- 
ment. \ 

‘““The department will gladly extend 
any assistance in its power to aid in 
hastening the desired adjustment of the 
coal strike, and, as I presume that the 
full policy committee of the miners will 
attend this conference, I trust that ar- 
rangements will be made at once or 
concurrently to take care of all districts 
affected so that all mines may be re- 
opened.’’ 

Ellis Searles, editor of The Mine Work- 
ers’ Journal, said tonight that’ he did 
not believe President Lewis would have 
sent out the invitation unless he ha 
received assurances that a large number 
of operators would attend.

MICHIGAN TO OPERATE MINES. 


One Operator Consents.to Governor 
Groesbeck’s Pian. 
LANSING, Mich., Aug. 1.—Governor 


Groesbeck today took preliminary steps 


toward obtaining an internal coal sup- 
Ply for. institutions and utili- 
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ties. On his recommendation the State 
Administrative Board adopted a resolu- 
tion authorizing a committee to attempt 
to obtain options on the coal in fourteen 
mines in the Saginaw district, take over 
the mines and operate them under State 
; control. 

The Governor has been negotiating 
with owners of a mine at Unionville and 
was informed today that they would 

| sell the coal tn the ground and permit 
| the State to operate the mine. The board 
; authorized the committee not only to 
| obtain coal from this mine, but all others 
ee the Saginaw district. 

The board’s action faliowed a report 
ifrom the State Public Utilities Commis- 
sion, which is acting in co-operation with 
‘the Interstate Commerce Commission in 
the movement of priority coal in this 


State. Sherman T. Handy, Commis- 
sioner, said the State utilities were in 
grave danger of a fuel famine, and jd- 
vices from Washington. were that util- 
ities in this State could not be assured 
of a guaranteed coal supply. 

The Handy mtne, for which the State 
probably will negotiate first, has a nor- 
mal capacity of from 500 to 600 tons 
daily, with a possible top capacity of 
Ay tons. It is estimated its total ra- 
sources are 3,000,000 tons. The fourteen 
mines in the Saginaw district have a 
top yearly capacity of about 1,500,000 
| tons enough to take care of all State 
‘institutions and hospitals and provide a 
surplus for utilities and other distribu- 
tion. The Handy mine, now somewhat 
flooded, can be put in producing con- 
dition in about ten days. 

The general opinion of the board was 
that the miners of the Saginaw district 
—— return to work under State con- 
rol. 


LULL IN BRITISH ORDERS. 


Small Prospects of Shipments to 
America Before September. 


LONDON, Aug. 1 (Associated Press). 
—There is a noticeable lull in the Amer- 
ican demand for British coal, due to the 
inability of the exporters to guarantee 
early delivery. With little prospect of 
further shipments before September, the 
buyers are naturally inclined to wait. 

The congestion at various British ports 
is unrelieved, and efforts are being made 
to transfer part of the many thousand 
tons already en route to the Tyne to 
ports on the Tees and Wear Rivers. 

The miners are said-to be urging the 
teamers and trimmers to work longer 
hours or to agree to restoration of the 
three-shift system, and a conference of 
shipowners and colliery and railroad 
representatives is being arranged to as- 
certain whether the three-shift system 
can again be put into effect. 

The northern miners up to the present 
have made no protest against shipping 


to America. ‘‘The American miners 
took all the advantage they could of the 
coal stoppage here, and this 1s the ret- 
ribution,’’ said one trade union leader 
at Hartlepool, and this is thought to 
represent the general view throughout 
the northern coal fields. 

Whether the Welsh miners will adhere 
to a similar attitude remains to be seen. 
There has been no general expression of 
support for the action of the Council of 
the South Wales Miners’ Federation in 
approving a resolution in favor of pre- 
venting the export of coal to America. 

The federation is communicating its 
action to the national secretary of the 
Miners’ Union, asking that the Inter- 
national Committee take steps to prevent 
further exports. When such a plan was 
suggested a féw days ago it was said 
the miners were unlikely to follow their 
leaders in this direction, having suffered 
too greatly from low wages and unem- 
ployment to allow the present oppor- 
tunity to pass. 


FOR SEPARATE SETTLEMENT. 


Anthracite Operators Oppose Being 
Bound by Bituminous Decision. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WILKES-BARRE, Pa., Aug. 1.—The 
General . Polictes Committee of the 
anthracite miners will go to Cleveland 
next Monday to hold itself in readiness 
for any action that may develop at the 
conference to which President Lewis of 
the mine workers has invited the bitum- 
inous operators. The strike leaders have 


asserted that the anthracite suspension 
will not be raised until a decision has 
been reached in the bituminous field. 

Anthracite operators insist a Cleveland 
bituminous conference decision would 
not change the hard coal situation. They 
say they are standing firm on their pro- 
posal for arbitration of all differences 
by a Presidential commission and object: 
to being made the tail of the national 
coal strike. They maintain that the 
anthracite and bituminous struggles are 
distinct dnd separate and must be settled 
as such. 


GETS $10,000,000 COAL CREDIT. 


James J. Storrow Appointed Con- 
signee of Massachusetts Supply. 


BOSTON, Aug. 1.—Governor Cox late 
today appointed an advisory coal com- 
mittee headed by James J. Storrow of 
this city, who served as State Fuel Ad- 
ministrator during the war, to have 
charge of the rationing of coal in this 
State next Winter. He named Mr. Stor- 
row as consignee to receive all coal 
shipped into the State. 

Mr. Storrow will have an established 
credit of $10,000,000. The other members 
of the committee will make recommen- 
dations to him as to the amount of coal 
to be distributed to each city and town.

100,000 MORE WORKERS 
WOULD MEET FUEL NEED 


National Chamber of Commerce 
Bases Estimate on Production of 
185,000 Now Employed.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.=>The Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States, 
through its Coal Bureau, today issued a 
statement relative to the fuel situation 
in which it is asserted that the addition 
, of 100,000 men of equal producing effi- 
ciency to those now mining coal, if 
favorable conditions obtain, would mean 
that the bituminous coal needs of the 
country would be met. 

It was explained that the bureau based 
its opinion on figures showing that, with 
610,000 men on strike and 185,000 men 
at work, the mines produced in the week 
ended before the shopmen’s strike began 
5,337,000 tons of coal. Production had 
fallen off in the last three weeks be- 
cause of the railroad strike. 

Certain industries in various parts of 
the country had reached the end of their 
bituminous resources, and a develop- 
ment of the strike which jhad caused 
much concern was the interruption of 


the delivery of cosi at Lake Erie ports 
for shipment to the Northwest. The re- 
quirements of the Northwest could be 
met, however, if, beginning on Sept. 15, 
or possibly as late as Oct. 1, 1,000,000

EDWARDS NAMES BODY 
TO.DISTRIBUTE COAL 


Appoints Seven on Central Or- 


ganization in New Jersey—Seeks 
to Prevent Profiteering. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 1.—Governor 
Edwards today took steps toward form- 
ing a State organization to distribute 
coal until an orderly movement is final- 
ly brought about. It is the aim of the 
Governor to see that, as far as pos- 
sible, there is no cessation of operation 
in any industry, and that there is no 
profiteering by dealers. 

The Governor today appointed a cen- 
tral organization of seven members, 
whose duty it will be to keep in close 
touch and co-operaite in every way with 
the Federal Government in the distriby- 
tion of coal supplies. The conmission 
is composed of Richard C. Jenkinson of 
Newark; William B. Mackay Jr., Hack- 
ensack; James West, Trenton; William 
P. Greer, Plainfield; William D. Flor- 
ance, New’ Brunswick; Raymond 
Donges, Merchantville; Charles E. An- 
nett, Bayone. , 

In addition to this organization Gover- 
nor Edwards will name a general ad- 
visory board, consisting of representa- 
tives of the labor and purchasing’ de- 
partments, Board of Health, motor ve- 
hicle department, State police and rep- 
resentatives of the principal industries 
of the State. 

The Mayor or other Chief Executive 
of each community will be requested to 


keep in close touch with the central 
organization. 


ASKS SIX GOVERNORS 
TO CONFER ON FUEL 


McCray Says Indiana Will Begin 
Mining Coal Under Martial 
Law Soon. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 1. — Governor 
McCray of Indiana today invited the 
Governors of Ohio, Illinois, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Kentucky and Pennsylvania 
to meet here Thursday, Aug. 3, at 10 
A. M., for a conference on the coal sit- 
uation. 

“* Coal will be mined in Indiana under 
State supervision as soon as machinery 
can be perfected,’’ the Governor stated 
in a public announcement, the five days 
given to the miners and operators to 
settle the strike in the State having ex- 
pired today. 

The statement was issued following a 
conference with Harold A. Henderson, 
counsel for the miners, who delivered 
the reply of the union officials refusing 
to comply with the Governor’s request 
that they release a sufficient number of 
miners to dig coal for emergency pur- 
poses. indications at the State House 
were that the machinery could. be put 
in motion within a few hours. 

District President Hessler’s letter to 
the Governor set forth that the organi- 
zation was unable to comply with the 
request because of the policy adopted 
by the national organization under 
which no special provision was made for 
the mining of coal for Spate institutions 
or utilities. 

Asked if his statement that the time 
for parleying had ceased meant martial 
law in some part of the Indiana coal 
field, State seizure of a mine or mines 
and Indiana National Guard protection, 
the Governor replied: 

‘‘That’s what it means.”’ 

‘‘ How soon and where?’’ 

‘This is a critical time. I'd rather 
not say just now, for obvious reasons,”’ 
he answered. ‘‘ It will come soon.”’ 

The call for a conference of the Gov- 
ernors was issued by Governor McCray 
following a discussion of the plan with | 
Governor Groesbeck of Michigan. The | 
message sent to the Governors follows: 

‘“‘It has been suggested that the Gov- 
ernors of Ohio, Illinois, Michigan, Wis- 
consin, Kentucky and Pennsylvania 
meet in Indianapolis Thursday, Aug. 3, 
at 10 o’clock A. M., to discuss the coal 
situation. I would be very glad, in- 
deed, to have you attend this conference 
and hope you may find it convenient to 
come.”’ 

It is believed a uniform course of ac- 
tion in the coal crisis for the seven 
States may be worked out at the meet- 
ing.

Arthur Pollen, a British authority on 
naval affairs, was interviewed by a rep- 
resentative of THe T1Mes on the eve of | 
his sailing on the Aquitania yester- 
day. He was asked if he had seen the 
announcement of the forthcoming British 
note relating to the interallied debts } 
and whether he had anything to say on 
that subject, 


‘As I do not know what the Brit- | 
ish Government is going to propose, 
nor the principles to which it would ap- 
peal in support of its proposal, I can- 
not discuss the actual British policy at | 
the moment. But if the statement of 
my own proposal in regard to this mat- | 
ter, made before the meeting of Parlia- | 
ment in 1919; and of the considerations | 
I have been putting before certain small 
audiences of American business men in | 
the course of my trips through New | 
England, Pennsylvania and the Middle | 
West, will be of interest, I shall be glad | 
to give them to you, 

In January, 1919, my attitude on this 
matter was as follows: I held in the 
first place that in regard to the larger 
portion of the debt of the European 
allies to Great Britain, it could not be 
held that there were strictly money 
debts in any ordinary meaning of the | 
term. For the most part only a very 
small portion of them represented cash | 
credits used by the borrower outside | 
Great Britain, and of the whole practi- 
cally all was employed for the pur- 
chase either of munitions of war, or 
of war necessities for the civil popula- | 
tion, beyond the power of private en- 
terprise to supply. 


Not Incurred by Passing of Money. 


“Thus, the debts were not incurred | 
by the passing of any money, but were 
incurred solely for the achievement of | 
a purchase which was just as much aj}

made. After the general election in the 
Winter of 1918, Mr. Lloyd George could 
have got up in Parliament, made a pro- 


posal and carried it without debate in 
the course of a couple of hours. The 
British House of Commons, unlike the 
House of Representatives at Washing- 
ton, is not merely a legislative body with 
power over finance. It is a legislative 
body that virtually appoints a committee 
of its own members—to which certain 
members of the House of Lords are 
added—which committee is the executive 
organ of the nation. In a matter of this

though, obviously, had it been necessary | 
to get them each would have been ob-

‘* As I understand it, neither the Amer- 
ican President, supported by his Cab- | 
inet; nor the House of Representatives, | 
nor the Senate could have taken the ac- | 
tion suggested.

Suggested England Act Alone. 


‘For these reasons, so far from sug- 
gesting that America’s co-operation 
should be sought before our own action 
was defined, I urged that we should act 
alone, and leave it wholly for America | 
to act as public opinion in this country 
should ultimately dictate. Nor had I 
any doubt as to what the result would | 
be. So far as I can see there is, apart | 


from the cost and friction of collection, 
no calcuable limit to the amount of in- 
ternal debt that a nation can carry. 
When all is said and done, it is a mere 
transference of cash or credit from one 
set of pockets and bank accounts to an- 
other set. 

** Beyond a_,certain scale, the large- 
ness of the figures, that is, of the col- 
lected revenue, may, of course, tempt a 
Government to extravagance. It is per- | 
haps still more dangerous that it tempts | 
the whole community to extravagance. 
But the fact remains that the com- 
munity as a whole is earning and pay- 
ing interest to itself. The situation, 
however, is wholly altered when you | 
come to external debts, because so long 
as these exist and are not automatically 
taken care of by trade, the necessity of 
paying interest in a foreign country | 
tends to debase the coinage of the | 
debtor nation and brings financial rela- | 
tions into hopeless confusion. Specula- | 
tion in exchange is inevitable, with the | 
result that the face value of money 
varies in every country. When Great 
Britain was the creditor nation of the 
world, our free trade policy took care 
of the situation. 


Britain Then Creditor Nation. 


“Our vast excess of imports over ex- 
ports included, not only the earnings of 
our shipping, the profits of London as | 
the money centre of the world, and the | 
surplus of the British merchants, but the | 
interest and dividends on British foreign 
investments, or conversely, on the non- 


British debt to England. Thus, the com- 
mercial and financial policy of Great | 
Britain was at once the cause and a con- 
dition of our remaining a creditor 
nation. 

“ But the commercial and financfal 
policy of the United States had always 
differed wholly from what ours was be- | 
fore the war, and my belief was that 
if the interallied debt was_ settled so 
far as Europe was concerned, that the 
people of the United States would realize 
that what this community might seem to 
lose by remitting the obligations of Bu- 
rope, incurred exactly as the mutual 
obligations of European countries to 
each other’ had themselves been in- | 
curred, would be something much more | 
than a gesture of generosity, it would | 
be realized to be, I was convinced, an | 
act of enlightened self-interest.

for some time that there is no possible 
chance of the American Government 
budging from its attitude in favor of in- 
sisting upon refunding and payment of 
the allied debt to the United States. 

In the same authoritative official 
quarter it was learned tonight that the 
British Government on several occa- 
sions proposed to the American Gov- 
ernment the annulment of the allied 
debts, but. this was not acceptable to 
this Government. The British Premier, 
David Lioyd George, made such a pro- 
poral ts former President Wilson, and 
it was rejected. J. Austen Chamberlain, 
as British Chancellor of the Exchaquer, 
also made such a suggestion to the Ad- 
ministration and the proposal was re- 





jected. Consequently the declaration of 
Britain’s willingness’ to wipe out the 
allied debt to herself provided the 
United States will cancel the British 
debt to the United States comes as no 
surprise to American Government offi- 
cials. 

‘“The position taken by the British 
Government in its note to the Allies,” 
said one official tonight, ‘‘is not new. 
It is merely a new development if such 
a note has been sent to the allied capi- 
tals.”’ 

If the text of the British Government's 
note to the allied powers is being com- 
municated to the American Government 
its text, it is understood, has not 
reached Washington. In one official 


| quarter tonight it was stated that it 


was not anticipated that the British 
Government would address the proposal 
to this Government because British offi- 
cials are known to be well aware of this 
Government's position in the matter. 
| The belief here is that the note has 
| merely been sent to the allied powers 
| for the purpose of letting them know, 
| in the face of representations they have 
made to the British Government, that 
while the British Government is willing 
| to annul-the allied debt, it cannot be 


done so long as the American Govern- 
ment insists that Great Britain shall pay 
the $4,500,000,000 that is due to the 
United States by the British -Govern- 
ment. 

The Administration is not in favor of 
cancellation of the British or any other 
part of the allied debt, and in this the 
Harding Administration has been follow- 
jing in the footsteps of the Wilson Ad- 
|/ministration. Responsible fiscal officers 
|of the Government under both Adminis- 
trations have felt that for this Govern- 
;ment, even if it were permitted to do 
so by law, to cancel the allied debt, or 
the British portion of it even, would 
jleave this country ‘ holding the bag,” 
as one official put it tonight, because 
Treasury plans have all along contem- 
plated that payment of the principal and 
interest on the Liberty Loan obligations 
would be largely met ultimately by 
funds coming from foreign Governments. 

As a matter of fact the Administration 
cannot cancel the British debt, if it 
wished to do so, without authority from 
Congress, and Congress has specifically 
prohibited by law the cancellation of 
any part of the allied. debt to the United 
States. On the contrary, Congress has 
created a commission which has been 
authorized under certain conditions to 
fund or convert obligations of foreign 
| Governments owing to the United States. 
| The law creating. this commission con- 
| templates that the debt be refunded into 
obligations payable in not less than 
twenty-five years and at a rate of in- 
terest not less than 4% per cent. 
| Officials of both the executive and 
| legislative branches of the American 
| Government do not believe the Amer!i- 
{can people would sanction or tolerate 
pany cancellation of allfed debts to this 

country when the effect of such can- 
| cellation would be ultimate heavier tax- 
| Anse for this country. As it is, the 











American Government is counting upon 
the recovety of a very large part of the 
allied debt, both principal and interest, 
and the use of this, instead of funds 
from new taxes, for Liberty arid Vic- 
; tory bond obligations. 

| It is also emphasized here in authorti- 
| tative quarters that the American Gov- 
| ernment is a creditor only so _far as in- 
} terallied debts are concerned, that while 
it might be advantageous to other w- 
| ers to cancel the interallied debt, the 
United States Government would ea 
nothing and lose more than $11,000,- 
| 000,000 in principal and interest through 
| such an arrangement. ¢ 


HARVEY READY TO CONFER. 


American Ambassador May Be 
Called In by Allies. 


LONDON, Aug. 1 (Associated Press). 
—The conversations between Prime Min- 
j} ister Lloyd George and Premier Poin- 
caré to begin here mug. 7 will determine 
as they progres> whether an American 
representative shall again be invited to 
enter the discussiqns or attend aS an 
observer the subsequent gatherings of 
the statesmen essaying the solution of 
European problems. It is expected the 
two Premiers will decide whether the 
summoning of the Bupreme Council or 
the calling in of the representatives of 
those nations most interested in the 
various subjects as they are taken up 
will best serve the purposes in view. 

If, as expected, some new approach Is 
made to the questions of reparations 
and_war debts, it is considered likely 
that the United States Government will 
be asked to join in the deliberations. 

Ambassador Harvey, who intended 
leaving for Scotland last night, has de- 
layed his departure until tomorrow. He 
expected to remain in the North for two 
months, but will be ready to sit with the 
conferees whenever the progress of the 
negotiations calla for the attendance of 
an American representative. 


TWO BELGIANS TO ATTEND. 


Premier and Foreign Minister Going 
to London Conference. 


BRUSSELS, Aug. 1.—An invitation to 
the Belgian Government to attend the 
allied conference in London, Aug. 7, 
was received from the British Foreign 
Office ‘this afternoon. 

Belgium accepted immediately, inform- 
ing the Earl of Balfour, Acting Secre- 


tary for Foreign Aff in London, that 
Premier Théunis and Fore Minister 
Jaspar, acco 
Cabinet and 
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such a policy formed part of a satis- 
factory international settlement, to 
remit all the debts due to Great Brit- 
ain by our Allies in respect of loans 
or by Germany in respect of repara- 
tions. 

Recent events, however, make such & 
policy difficult of accomplishment. 
With most perfect courtesy, and in 
the exercise of their undoubted rights, 
the Américan Government have re- 
quired this country to pay interest ac- 
crued since 1919 on the Anglo-Ameri- 
can debt, to convert it from an un- 
funded to a funded debt, and to repay 
it by a sinking fund in twenty-five 
years. Such procedure is clearly in 

, accordance with the original contract. 
His Majesty’s Government make no 
complaint of it: they recognize their 
obligations and are prepared to fulfill 
them. But evidently they cannot do 
So without profoundly modifying the 
course which in different circum- 
stances they would have wished to 
pursue. They cannot treat the repay- 
ment of the Anglo-American loan as if 
it were.an isolated incident in which 
only the United States of America 
and Great Britain had any concern. 
It is but one of a connected series of 
transactions:‘in which this country ap- 
pears, sometimes as debtor, sometimes 
as creditor, and if our undoubted ob- 
ligations as debtor are to be enforced, 
our not less undoubted rights as cred- 
itor cannot be left wholly in abey- 
ance. 

His Majesty’s Government do not 
concéal the fact that they adopt this 
change of policy with the greatest 
reluctance. It is true that Great 
Britain is owed more than it owes and 
that {f all interallied war debts were 
paid the British Treasury would on 
the balance be a large gainer by the 
transaction, but can the present world 
situation be looked at only from this 
narrow financial standpoint? It is true 
= many of the allied and associated 

owers ere as between each other 
creditors or debtors or both, but they 
were and are much more. They were 
partners in the greatest international 
effort ever made in the cause of free- 
dom and they still are partners in 
dealing with rome at least of its re- 
sults. Thelr debts were incurred, 
their loans were made, not for the 
separate advantage of particular 
States, but for the great purpose com- 
mon to them all and that purpose has 
been in the main accomplished. 

To generous minds it can never be 
agreeable, although for reasons of 
state it may perhaps be necessary, to 
regard the monetary aspect of this 


great event as a thing apart, to be 
torn from its historical setting and 
treated as no more than ordinary com- 
mercial dealing between traders who 
borrow and capitalists who lend. 
_There are, moreover, reasons of a 
different order to which I have already 
referred which increase the distaste 
with which his Majesty’s Government 
adopt so fundamental an alteration 
in the method of dealing with loans to 
allies. The economic ills from which 
the world is suffering are due to many 
causes, moral and material, which 
are quite outside the scope of this 
dispatch, but among them must cer- 
tainly be reckoned the weight of in- 
ternational indebtedness with all its 
unhappy effects, upon credit and ex- 
change, upon national production and 
international trade. Peoples of all 
countries long for a speedy return to 
the normal, but how can the normal 
be reached while conditions so ab- 
normal are permitted to prevail, and 
how can these conditions be cured by 
any remedies that seem at present 
likely to be applied? 


Seeks Onlv to Pay Debt. 


In no circumstances do we propose 
to ask more from our debtors than is 
necessary to pay to our creditors, and 
while we do not ask for more all will 
admit that we can hardly be content 
with less, for it should not be for- 
gotten though it sometimes is, that 
our liabilities were incurred for others, 


not for ourselves. Food, raw material 
and munitions, required by the im- 
mense naval and military efforts of 
Great Britain and half the two thou- 
sand illion sterling advanced to the 
allies were provided, not by means of 
foreign loans, but by internal bor- 
rowing and war taxation. 

Unfortunately a similar policy was 
beyond the power of other Huropean 
nations. An appeal was therefore made 
to the Government of the United 
States and under an arrangement then 
arrived at the United States insisted, 
in substance if not in form, that 
though out allies were to spend the 
money it was only on our security 
that they were prepared to lend it. 
This co-operative effort was of infinite 
value to common cause, but it cannot 
be said that the réle assigned in it to 
this country was one of special privi- 
lege or advantage. 

For evidently the policy hitherto 
pursued by this country of refusing to 
make demands upon its debtors is 
only tolerable so long as it is gener- 
ally accepted. It cannot be right that 
one’ partner in a common enterprise 
should recover all that she has lent 
and that another, “while recovering 
nothing, Should be required to pay all 
that she has borrowed. Such proced- 
ure is contrary to every principle of 
natural justice and cannot be ex- 
pected to commend itself to the people 
of this country. They are suffering 
from an unparalleled burden of taxa- 


tion, from immense diminution in na- 


tional wealth, from serious want of 
employment and from severe curtail- 
ment of useful expenditure, 

These evils are courageously borne 
but were they to be increased by an 
arrangement which, hewever legiti- 
mate, is obviously one-sided, and the 
British taxpayer would inevitably ask 
why he should be singled out to bear 
the burden which others are bound to 
share. To such a question there can 
be but one answer and I am convinced 
that allied opinion will admit its 
justice. 

But while hig Majesty’s Government 
are thus regretfully constrained to re- 
quest the French Government to make 
arrangements for dealing to the best 
of their ability with the Anglo-French 
loans, they desire to explain that the 
amount of interest and repayment for 
which they ask depends not so much 
on what France and other Allies owe 
to Great Britain as on what Great 
Britain has to pay America. The pol- 
icy favored by his Majesty’s Govern- 
ment is, as I have alréady observed 
that of surrendering their share of 
German reparation and writing off 
through one great transaction the 
whole body of inter-allied indebted- 
ness, but if this be found impossible 
of accomplishment, we wish it to he 
understood that we do not in any event 
desire to make a profit out of any less 
satisfactory arrangement. 

Before concluding I may be per- 
mitted to offer one further observa- 
tion in order to make still clearer the 
spirit in which His Majesty’s Govern~ 
ment desire to deal with the thorny 

roblem of international Indebtedness. 

n an earlier passage of this dispatch 
I pointed out that this after all is 
not a question merely between the 
alliez; ex-enemy countries also are in- 
wolved, €or the greatest of all inter- 
national debtors is Germany. Now 
Hig Majesty's Government do not 
suggest that, elther as a matter of 
ugtice or expediency, Germany should 
e relieved of her obligation to 
France. or the other allied States. 
They speak only for Great Britain 
and they content themselves with say- 
ing once agai. so deeply are they 
convinced of the economic injury in- 
flicted on the world by the existing 
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on. <A general settlement would, in 
view, be of more value to man- 
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Follows Lloyd George’s Forecast. 


Lord Balfour’s note follows upon the 
lines which were clearly laid down by 


Lloyd a in his House of Commons 
speech on May 31. The Premier then 


rejected as inadmissible the idea that 
Great Britain should forgive debts due 
to it from other countries while paying 
its own debt to the United States, all 
those debts having been contracted for 
the common cause. 

In certain political, financial and 
Journalistic circles it has been advo- 
vated that Great Britain should cancel 
the allied debts owing to her and trust 
to the United States discovering by ex- 
perience in the course of time tHat the 
demand for payment of debts which 
Great Britain incurred to the United 
States largely on behalf of her allies 
would work to America’s economic dis- 
advantage. Wickham Steed, editor. of 
The London Times, has latterly been the 
protagonist in this campaign, one of his 
arguments being that the innate gen- 
erosity of the American people would 
eventually lead them to follow the ex- 
ample set by Great Britain. The Lon- 
don Times pursued this argument this 
morning in an article from which ex- 
tracts were cabled, but the majority of 
the other papers are opposed to its 
views on various grounds. The Star, 
for instance, says: ‘ 

‘* We are all for the wiping off of the 
war debts as.the best remedy for the 
world’s troubles, but we cannot see why 
this remedy is only to be applied when 
we are creditors and not when we are 
debtors. That is a little too one sided 
to be reasonable. In the same way we 
are entirely in favor of assisting France 
to reconstruct her Northern provinces 
but we should like to know more about 
what France is doing to balance her 
budget by adequate taxatfon.”’ 

Lloyd George is expected to speak on 
the subject of interallied indebtedness 
in the Commons Thursday. The Prime 
Minister will doubtless be very guard- 
ed in his references to Britain's allies, 
but in official circles generally there 
has been growing a conviction that as 
an all around cancellation of war debts 
is unfeasible, owing to America’s atti- 
tude, it would be unfair to the British 
taxpayer to call upon him to forgive his 
debtors when none of his own. burdens, 


some of them incurred on behalf of oth- 
ers, are removed. 


Comment on Balfour Note. 


The Chronicle picks out for special 
emphasis that» sentence in Lord Bal- 
four’s dispatch which says a general 
financial settlement ‘‘ would be of more 
value to mankind than any gains that 
could accrue even from the most suc- 
cessful enforcement of legal obliga- 
tions.’’ But, it asks, * what Is meant 
by a ‘general plan?’’’ The paper pro- 
ceeds: 

**Ydeally, of course, such plan would 
include America and if America changed 
her present mind the way would be 
easy. We see no prospet of that yet. 
But can you have a general plan’ 


without America; Peinaps. It would 
certainly not be a tripartite arrangement 
between England, France and Germany 
which M. Poincaré favors, for that pref- 
erence would be unfair to our other 
debtors in Europe and would bring no 
settlement. But a general cancellation 
(subject to the American mortgage) of 
the European debt might still be pos- 
sible if France is in the mood. If we 
were assured of a Europe, settled and 
disposed to peace and disarmament, we 
might willingly make sacrifices in the 
hope that they would later be returned 
in the form of benefits to all.”’ 

‘The Balfour note,’’ says The London 
Times, ‘‘ may Fg: to be of momentous 
importance. t has been issued delib- 
erately after, it must be assumed, full 
consideration of all the consequences 
it may entail, and, we believe, despite 
the weighty representations against the 
policy it embodies from the Treasury 
and from the most authorized repre- 
sentatives of financial circles in_ the 
city. In these circumstances neither 
the author of the note nor Government 
as a whole can be regarded as having 
acted with precipitation. * * * 

‘‘ While it is not formally addressed 
to the United States it amounts to an 
indirect intimation that if the United 
States will not cancel our debt we must 
require our European debtors to pay to 
us amounts equivalent to that debt, and 
that we shall not be able to deal as 

enerously as we might have wished to 
Sent with Germany. 

“In effect, therefore, the note is 
aimed quite as much at American pub- 
lic cpinion as at the opinion of Europe. 
Whether the policy it suggests proves 
in practice to be sound or uncound, wise 
or unwise, must fn large measure de- 
pend upon the effect produced in Amer- 
ica. Only last week we received the 


jclearest possible warning from Wash- 


ington against any attempt to make 
cancellation of European war debts in 
Europe contingent upon the cancellation 
of Buropean debts to America. * This 
warning was not new, it was and is 
regarded as axiomatic by authorities 
closely in contact with American feeling. 

That feeling is ungereus, but it is 
still dominated by the determination 
that the United States shall not be 
linked up with European affairs, how- 
ever strongly it might be inclined pres- 
ently to imitate generosity on the part 
of European nations in the settlement of 
their own affairs. 

‘““We trust that our estimate of the 
influence of the Balfour note upon 
America may prove. to be wholly erro- 
neous. We should rejoice were it to 
meet with a response which its author 
and the British: Government evidently 
anticipate. 

‘* Weshould even be glad—wrong though 
the assumption might be—were the 
leaders of American opinion to as- 
cribe the method which the Government 
have adopted to considerations of Brit- 
ish. domestic politics rather than to any 
desire to ‘ put the screw’ on America. 
But in all the circumstances of the case 
we fear the prospect of securing a gén- 
eral settlement of the reparations ques- 
tion and of interallied indebtedness has 
not been improved by the note. We 
await, not without anxiety for this coun- 
try and for Europe, echoes which it is 
certal nto awaken on the other side of 
the Atlantic.’’ 


Morning Post Is Sarcastic. 


The Morning Post in an editorial on 
the Balfour note says: 

‘Behind its logic, its sauvity, its 
appeal to abstract justice, is a distinct 
threat to the United States. It says 
in so many words that the United 
States is really responsible for the pres- 
ent chaotic condition and grave uncer- 


tainty of the European financial situa- 
tion, because it refuses to release Great 
Britain from its debt to America and 
because, therefore, Great Britain is un- 
able to release France, Italy, Jugo- 
slavia, Roumania, Portugal and Greece 
from the debts they owe us. 

‘“‘It is unnecessary to say that the 
despatch honored by the signature of 
Lord Balfour is courteous in its tone, 
irrefutable in its logic and almost ir- 
idescent in the shimmering beauty of 
its high minded altruism. Indeed it 
will probably become historic and in 
days to come students of Yale and Har- 
vard will quote and comment upon it as 
a signal instance of the felicitous insin- 
cerity of the philosophic mind. Im the 
brutal present, however, the ordinary 
American also, laboring under high tax- 
ation and worrying about that wretched 
soldiers’ bonus, will see in it simply an 
attempt on the part of Great Britain to 
escape from a debt, to disown its bond 
and to place upon America the burden 
which America is unwilling and unable 
to bear. 

‘* Americans are asking not for argu- 
nients but for dollars. They) are want- 
ing back money which they lent to Eu- 
rope which they would never have lent 
without the security of Great Britain’s 
signature, and they now fear that Great 
Britain, by using a sort of attar of roses 
blackmail, is trying to get out of the 
obligations implicit. 

“In the giving of that signature we do 
not necessarily approve of the attitude 
of Americans in this business, but at 
the same time, as we understand it, 
the majority of Americans believe they 
were dragged into the war unwillingly;

“The magnanimity of Mr. Lioya |

The Daily News says: 

*“‘We have no quarrel with the logic, 
certainly not with the admirable tone, 
of Lord Balfour's communication. We 
think it is a good thing that our Euro- 
pean Allies and particularly France 


should 
the logic of facts and with the dilemma 
in which they are all more or less deep- 
ly involved. If we are not very much 
mistaken the note is indeed chiefly in- 
tended as a warning to France and a 
reminder. that her obligations to Britain 
are just as real as those of Britain to 


America. 

‘‘Lord Balfour may also mean to con- 
vey to America what constitutes the 
British solution of the whole problem 


of war liabilities. In the judgment of 
the highest statesmanship and of the 
best economists it is the ideal and only 
moral solution. The fact remains that 
America ‘ in the exercise of her undoubt- 
ed rights’ fully intends to insist on the 
recovery of a good debt from a solvent 
and honorable debtor. 

Britain is not in that enviable position. 
The debts owing to her are all bad, the 
debts owing from France no less than 
those of the other Allies. Our views 
always have been that these bad debts, 
irrespective of America’s policy with 
regard to the Anglo-American loans, 
should He ‘boldly written off the slate. 
They are a grave hindrance to the eco- 
nomic recovery of Burope and in that 
sense they are a heavy British burden. 
That is probably the view now taken 
by the British Government notwith- 
standing the rigidity of America’s con- 
tract with us and the arguments ad- 
vanced by Lord Balfour on that basis.

The Daily Express says it is pointed

debt to this country. The Dally Ex- 
press believes public opinion will sup- 
port the Government in declining to 
wash out the debts of the European al- 
lies to Britain, but it doubts if public 
opinion will agree to the partial reduc- 
tion of reparation money owed to Britain 
by Germany in exchange for French 
payments. 

“But on the main issue,’’ it says, 
“there is no doubt whatever and the 
public will neither agree with nor be 
surprised by the attitude taken up by 
certain journals which on every finan- 
clal or political difference between Eng- 
land. and France always support French 
against British interest. These journals 
hold up the policy of one-sid finan- 
cial forgiveness as a noble gesture with- 
out considering the balance of the na- 
tional accounts, the sacred cause of 
economy or what the surrender will 
cost the income tax payer.”’ 

As regards Britain's debt to the United 
States, The Daily Express says: 

“That we shall pay the United States 
in full is of course beyond all question, 
but another issue arises in connection 
with the payment of the British war 
debt to the United States. The Ameri- 
can Government proposes to fund that 
Gebt over a period of twenty-five years 
and at 5 per cent. interest to be paid by 
Britain. This does not seem to be a 
fair financial proposition from our 
standpoint. The United States can raise 
money for its own internal Purposes and

I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter of today’s 
date, replying to my communication 
of July 26. I regret to note that your 
letter does not contain the assurances 
demanded by my communication. The 
agreement of June 10, 1921, was en- 
tered upon between Germany and the 
various allied powers. Effectively its 
modification may result only from 
unanimous accord between the con- 
tracting powers. 

The Government of the republic al- 
ready has made known to you that it 
does not intend to accept the proposals 
contained in the German note of July 
14. The Government of the republic 
thus has the right to demand that 
within the time set forth in my note 
of July 26, namely, noon Aug. 5, as- 
surance must be given that, until the 
unanimity indispensable before any 
modification may be obtained by Ger- 
many, the agreement of June 10, 1921, 
will be strictly fulfilled, and, especial- 
ly, that the sum of £2,000,000 sterling 
will be paid Aug. 15. 

Should such assurances not be forth- 
coming the French Government will 
have the right, in order to insure 
application of the existing agreement, 
to take such measures of- retorsion 
which it will deem necessary both in 
the interests of its citizens and those 
of the other allied signatory States.

So far as the influence of this opera- 
tion on the mark’s rate of exchange 
is concerned it is of no importance 
through which agency and according 
to which paragraph the payments are 
made. Given Germany’s inability to 
bear the monthly extraction of 50,000,- 
000 gold marks for reparation pay- 
ments, it would be an illusion to be- 
lieve that clearing payments of almost 
40,000,000 gold, marks per month could 
be further provided. All such pay- 
ments can only be considered as an 
organic whole and be treated accord- 
ing to a unified plan. 

The German request, alming not at 
curtailment of the clearing payments 
but at distribution of such payments 
over a longer period, reposes on the 
very principles which have caused the 
German Government’s request to ob- 
tain a moratorium for reparation pay- 
ments, namely, the present exhaustion 
of Germany’s capacity for payments 
in foreign exchange, as clearly ex- 
pressed in the catastrophic fall of the 
mark. 

Meanwhile, since the receipt of your 
Excellency’s note, a further fall of 
German exchange has occurred, re- 
ducing the mark to 1-170 of its pre- 
war value. Germany makes every ef- 
fort to fulfill her obligations arising 
out of wars. This, however, pre- 
supposes the restoration to health of 
her national economy. Such economic 
restoration, as well as that of Europe 
as a whole, can only be effected 
through the speedy co-operation of all 
the powers concerned. The policy of 
threats, however, does not work con- 
structively but destructively. 


The French note, of a peremptory na- 
ture, to which Germany thus replies, 
was received last week. The note from 
the British Government in reply to Ger- 
many’s request for the reduction of her 
clearing house payments, followed some- 
what later.: As its substance became 
available today, it said Great Britain 
intended to discuss the questions raised 
as soon as possible with the other powers 
concerned in order to make a reply in 
conjunction with the other allied na- 
tions.

COMMITTEE RATESAPPROVED 


Senate Defeats All Efforts to Reduce 
Duties to Figures Adopted 
by the House.

WASHINGTON, Aug 1. — Senator 
Gooding of Idaho, leader of the Re- 
Publican agricultural tariff bloc, an- 
Mcunced in the Senate late this after- 
Moon that he did not intend to permit 
the charge that some Senators who 
spoke and voted for the high wool duties 
by so doing voted to enhance their own 
fortunes to go uninvestigated. He de- 
clared that he intended to find out 
whether or not a Senator who owned 
sheep had a right to express his opinion 
and to cast his vote when matters of 
principle were involved. 

The attacks on the wool schedules, the 
Idaho Senator asserted, were assaults 
on all the growers of sheep, and_he 
argued that most of the newspapers 
mow opposing passage of the Fordney- 
McCumber tariff bill were doing so be- 
cause the Committee on Finance for the 
first time saw fit to give agriculture 
‘*a square deal.’’ 

Senator McCumber, who championed 
all the high wool duties, was the best 
friend the farmer had had in the Scn- 
ate in twenty-five years, Mr. Gooding 
added. 

‘We are golng to have an investiga- 
tion,”’ ‘*and let 
no man have any doubt about that. It 
will be an investigation that will cover 
everything. We will all get into the 
game. The purpose of these attacks has 
been to smirch « few Senators on this 
side. It is all politics, nothing more, 
At a time like this, what a crime it is 
for us to have to stand here and plead 
for proper protection for American in- 
dustry! What a spectacle for a great 
mation like this!” 

Will Offer a Substitute. 


said Senator Gooding, 


‘*‘Y admire the courage of the Sen- 
ator,”” interrupted Senator Harrison of | 
Mississippi, ‘‘ and I would like to ask | 
him if we are to understand that he is | 
going to offer a substitute resolution to | 
investigate these charges?’ 

‘*J am. I hope to have it ready to- 
morrow,’”’ replied Mr. Gooding. 

It was taken from the trend of his 
remarks that Senator Gooding’s reso- 
lution will call for an investigation of 
practically every member of the Senate. 

He referred in his speech to Senator 
Hitchcock as a newspaper publisher. who 
wanted ‘‘ free pulp.’’ Mr. Hitchcock had 
called attention to a report of a Gov- 
ernment commission. which held that un- 
less a policy of forest conservation was 
carried out, the wood supply of the na- 
tion would be seriously impaired within 
the next fifteen years.

“I will inform the Senator from 
Idaho,’’ said Senator Harris of Georgia, 
‘that Senator Simmons has asked me 
to handle the pulp schedule. This morn- 
ing I asked the Senator from Nebraska, 
Mr. Hitchock, to assist me, but he de- 
clined to do so because of his news- 
paper interests.”’ 

There are several newspaper publish- 
ers in the Senate. Wh€ther any of 
them will take part in the debate on 
the pulp paper and book schedule is 
doubtful. Yhese publishers are Sen- 
ator Glass of Virginia, publisher of the 
Lynchburg Daily News; Senator Hitch- 
cock of Nebraska, publisher of the 
Omaha World-Herald; Senator Capper 
of Kansas, publisher of the Topeka 
Capital, and Senatoe Edge of New 
Jersey, publisher of two Atlantic City 
papers. 

If the Gooding resolution proves to 
be as sweeping as that submitted by 
Senator Caraway, the introduction of 
wnich was blocked by the objection of 
Senator Wadsworth of New York, the 
Democrats may support it. 


Pulp and Paper Schedule Up. 


The pulp and paper schedule was 
reached late in the afternoon after the 
Jast of the silk rates had been approved. 
The item before the Senate imposes a 
duty of 5 per cent. ad valorem on 
bicached and unbleached chemical wood 
pulp, with a proviso that if ‘‘any coun- 
try, dependency, province or other sub- 
division of Government shall forbid or 
restrict in any way the exportation of 
(whether by law, order, regulation, con- 
tractual relation or otherwise, directly 
or indirectly) or impose any export 
duty, export license fee or other export 
charge of any kind whatever, either di- 
rectly or indirectly (whether in the form 
of additional charge or license fee, or 
otherwse), upon printing papers, chem- 
ical wood pulp or wood for use in the 
manufacture of wood pulp, there shall 
be imposed upon chemical wood pulp, 
when imported either directly or indirect- 
ly from such country, dependency, prov- 
ince, or other subdivision of Govern- 
ment, an additional duty equal to the 
highest export duty or other export 
charge imposed by such country, de- 
pendency, province or other subdivision 
or Government upon either an equal 
amount of chemical wood pulp or an 
amount of wood necessary to manufac- 
ture such wood pulp, or an amount of 
printing paper ordinarily manufactured 
from such chemical wood pulp.” 

All of the high silk rates recommended 
by the Committee on Finance—in prac- 
tically every instance the-rate being an 
increase over the rate as voted into the 
bill by the House—were sustained by 
the Senate. In the debate on the silk 
gchedule, Senator Simmons read into 
the record several editorials from Re- 
qablican newspapers, which denounced 
the’ bill now before the Senate as in- 
defensible. 

“The Senator from North Carolina,” 
said Senator McCumber, " does himself 
an injustice when he assumes that these 
newspaper writers know anything about 
the tariff. It is the importers, the de- 
partment stores, who want these low 
import duties. -That is all there is to it."’ 

Senator Simmons declared there were 
ne Benators who could improve on any 


of. the. editorials and articles which he 
Was placing in the Record, most of 
them, he added, “‘ from outstanding Re- 
publican newspapers who know that 
it is a profitecrs’ tariff and not a pro- 
tective tariff suchas the Republican 
Party has hitherto advocated.” 


Credits Silk Rates to Cheney. 


The North Carolina Senator denounced 
the silk rates as largely due to the In- 
fluence of Horace B. Cheney. of Bos- 
ton, President of. the Silk Association 
of America. 

“This bill,” declared Senator Sim- 
mons, ‘‘is reeking with just such in- 
consistencies and outrages upon the 
American consumers of these products 
as I have disclosed. This.is the worst— 
I concede it is the very worst—but the 
great captain of the silk industry in this 
country is a man of tremendous influ- 
ence in the financial, industrial and po- 
litical world. He dominates and. con- 
trols the silk industry to the same ex-~ 
tent that Mr. Wood dominates and con- 
trols the woolen industry, and that Mr. 
Lippitt dominates and controls the cot- 
ton industry. 

“The stlk manufacturers of the 
United States as a body are not asking 
for increased rates. They recognize 
that the rates now existing, are high 
enough, and in many instances are too 
high. They are satisfied. But- Mr. 
Cheney and the small coterie which sur- 
round him, who are more directly inter- 
ested in his operations than others in 
the industry, want, higher duties, not 
because Mr. Cheney meets with any 
competition in the manufacture of 90- 
odd per cent. of his products, for he 
does not, and he Knows #; at least, all 
the other silk manufacturers of this 
country recognize ft. *They have ne 
competition. 

‘‘ Competition in the silk industry be- 
tween the United States and Kurope has 
practically ended. It isa bagatelle. It 
is too small to take into account. But 
there is a kind of silk coming into the 
United States known as pongeé and 
habutai produced in Japan, I believe, 
and pongee in China and Japan. It is 
a small amount compared with the ag- 
gregate of ‘silks consumed in America, 
probably not more than 6 or 7 per cent. 
{ am told it is 5 per cent. There are a 
few novelties coming in from Europe 
still, a few new designs which do not 
hurt but help the industry.”’ 

Senator McLean of Connecticut, fm 
charge of the silk schedule, challenged 
this statement, asserting that, while the 
amount of silk coming from China and 
Japan might be about 7 per cent. in 
poundage, it was 24 per cent. of the 
entire yardage used in this country, 

Senator Simmons declared Mr. Mclean 
was in error, asserting that official Gov- 
ernment experts and scores of silk man- 
ufacturers who visited him at his office 
urged him to oppose the high rates, in- 
sisting they were not needed and that 
Mr. Cheney was not justified in demand- 
ing them.

“Of course,"”” he added, “if Mr. 
Cheney does demand them I know he 
will get them, just as Mr. Wood got} 
what he demanded arb just as Mr. Lip- 
pit got what he demanded. Whatever 
these towering, brobdignagian charac- | 
ters of the financial and industrial and | 
political world demand of the Republi- | 
can Party they get.

‘That is not why he wants a duty on

High Silk Duties Approved. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (Associated 
Press).—When the Senate took up the 
silk schedule in the Tariff bill today | 
Senator Heflin of Alabama rea@ tele- | 
grams to Senator McLean from silk 
manufacturers in Connecticut protesting 
against the 55 per cent. duty in the 
‘“‘catch all”’ silk clause, and charged 
that the Republicans gave attention only 


to the ‘‘ big men who are able to write 
checks for campaign funds,” 

The first Senate vote was on an} 
amendment by Senator Sheppard of 
Texas to make the rate on thrown silk 
15 per cent. ad valorem, the present 
duty, in place of the committee figure of 
25 per cent. The amendment was reject- 
ed, 35 to 23, and the committee duty 
approved without a roll call. 

A tariff of 55 per cent. ad valorem on 
silk cloth was approved after the rejec- 
tion, 35 to 22, of an amendment by Sen- 
ator Sheppard to cut the rate to 45 per 
cent. 

«- 60 per cent. duty on outerwear and 
other silk goods, knit or crocheted, also 
was approved, after an amendment to 
make the duty 50 per cent., as at pres- 
ent, was rejected, 35 to 18. 

Next the Senate approved a duty of 
6 per cent. on plushes, inc'uding hat- 
ters’ plush. Senator Sheppard sought 
to reduce the duty by 10 wor cent., but 
his amendment was rejected 39 to 22. 

On silk ribbons, garters, suspenders, 
braces, cords and tassels the Senate ap- 
proved the committee d.ty of 55 per 
eent. It rejected, 36 to 16, an amend- 
ment by Senator Sheppard t» make the 
duty 45 per cent. 

On handkerchiefs and woven mufflers, 
not hemmed, a duty of 55 per cent. was 
agreed to, with an additional 5 per cent. 
on such articles hemmed or hemstitched. 

The duty on silk clothing and articles 
of wearing apparel of every description, 
not knit or crocheted, and not specially 
provided for, was fixed at 60 per cent. 
ad valorem. The same duty was fixed 
in the silk “catch all’ clause. 

On artificial silk, the last item in the 
silk schelule, rates approved ranged 
from a minimum of 15 per cent. vn waste 
to 45 cents a pound and 50 r cent. 
ad vaiorem en knit goods, ribbons and 
other fabrics. The maximum rate, it 
was explained, was equivalent to the 
present duty.

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TRISH REBELS’ LINE 
BEGINS T0 CRUMBLE 


Irregulars Are Retreating Before 
Attack of Nationals Along 
Entire Tipperary Front. 


TOWNS AND FARMS IN RUINS 


‘ 


Big Condensed Milk Factory, Over 
Which Red Flag Flew, Is Destroyed 
-——De Valera Seen in Clonmel.

DUBLIN, Aug. 1.—The latest informa- 
tien as to Eamon de Valera is that he 
has been seen at Clonmel, the principal 
town in County Tipperary. Continually 
on the move in an automobile, he appar- 
ently holds a. high position with the 
{rregulars, who permit him to wear 
some kind of uniform covered with a 
trench coat, his headgear being a cap 
pulled down over his face as if to con- 
ceal his identity. 

The irregulars’ line down this way has 
been assailed successfully flankwise and 
has begun to crumble im the centre. Tip- 
perary town has fallen to the National- 
ists after many hours of fighting. This 
town and a vast area around it has 
suffered terribly, both from the irregu- 
lars and the red flaggers, who represent 
armed anarchy and regard the helpless 
community as, in the words of Liam 
Lynch, leader of the irregulars in the 
south, ‘\sheep to be driven.”’ 

The Soviets have held a clear field in 
Tipperary and have destroyed the flour- 
ishing dairy industry in one of the 
richest agricultural areas in Ireland. 
When the National troops drove the 
frregulars out at noon Sunday they 
found Cleeve’s extensive condensed milk 
factory completely destroyed. Four 
hundred workers were employed there, 
but for a considerable period a Soviet 
flag few over it. 

With such a combination of irregulars 
and Communists, and with De Valera 
holding a prominent position among 
them, it is feared there will be many 
more blazing barracks, pillaged homes, 
ravaged farms, destroyed towns and vil-

MASONS 10 INSTALL 
~ LODGE IN FINLAND 


Grand Master Tompkins and 
Other Officials Sail on 
Liner Frederik VIII. 


ESTABLISHES A PRECEDENT 


Before Vessel Leaves Justice Holds 
Court on Board and Signs 


Divorce Decree. 


Justice Arthur S. Tompkins of the 


2 Supreme Court, Grand Master of the 


New York State Grand Lodge of 
Masons, accompanied by other execu- 
tives, sailed yesterday for Copenhagen 
on the Scandinavian-American liner 
Frederik VII. for Finland to install 
the first lodge of Finnish Masons. Jus- 
tice Tompkins said this is the first time 
in Masonic history in which a foreign 
charter was granted by a Masonic lodge. 
It was granted by the Grand Lodge of 
New York, and the dispensation is al- 
ready on the way iv Europe, 

Just before the liver sailed Miss N. F. 
Couch, secretary to Justice Tompkins, 
came on board with papers in the di- 
vorce case of Mrs. Helene W. Moree 
against Iedward F. Moree. Justice 
Tompkins took off his hat and held 
court, signing the final decree in Mrs. 
Moree’s favor, granting~ her $250 a 
month alimony and $1,500 a year for 
the support of her infant son, Robert 
W. Moree. 

The party will pay its respects to 
King’ Christian X. of Denmerk on reach- 
ing Copenhagen. King Christian is 
Grand Master of the Masonic Order in 
Denmark. Accompanying Justice Tomp- 
kins were Townsend Scudder, former 
Supreme - Court Justice, and a Past 
Grand Master of the New York State 
Lodge; Robert J. Kenworthy, Grand 
Secretary; Ossian Lang, Grand His- 
Ce a and James Kilby of Nyack, 


At the pier to see the party off were 
Robert H. Robinson, Past Grand Mas- 
ter; William A. Rowan, Deputy Grand 
Master; William R. Watson, Grand 
Marshal; George T. Montgomery, Trus- 
tee of the Grand Lodge; Erastus C. 
Knight, former State Controller; Colonel 
Howard Prall, J.. C. Klinck, Grand 
Treasurer of the New York State Lodge; 
Albert Reid, President of the Firemen’s 
Square Club, a Masonic organization of 
the Fire Department. 

Justice Tompkins will be absent six 
weeks. Mr. Scudder and other members 
of the party will attend an interna- 
tional Masonic conference in Berlin on 
Sept. 5. 

In a statement before the ship left, 
Justice Tompkins discussed the Ku Klux 
Klan. He said that some Masons had 
been members of it, but that he con- 
sidered such membership contrary to 
Masonry,. and believed such men should 
leave the Masonic order. 

‘‘Many Masons, through misinterpreta- 
tion and ignorance of the real nature of 
the organization, may have joined the 
klan,’’ he said. ‘*Since they have 
learned the truth about the klan through 
the. aid of the newspapers, they have 
dropped out. Although I never requested 
that Masons be dropped, if they joined 
the klan, I always regarded their right 
to remain a Mason as questionable. The 
Ku Klux Klan is un-American and un- 
masonic. It is against negroes, Jews and 
Catholics, Its aim, it seems to me, is to 
persecute. It has nothing that should 
appeal to a member of the Masonic 
Order, the teachings of which are uni- 
versal brotherhood and toleration. 

‘‘ We have courts of law in this coun- 
try and the Ku Klux Klan, with its 
masks and disguises; is absolutely law- 
less. It has no place in our country to- 
day. 

“Every man has a right to worship 


as he wishes and to live his life as he | 


pleases so long as he keeps within the 
law, and I cannot say that our laws 
are so inadequate that we need bands 


of mounted and hooded men to take the } 


place of them.’’ 
STRIKE ON STATE AWARD. 


Haverill Shoe Workers Are Urged 
by Union Leaders to Return. 


HAVERHILL, -Mass., Aug. .1.—The 
shoe factory of J. H. Winchell & Co., 
Inc., was closed today after the 500 em- 
ployes had struck in protest against a 
wage reduction made in a recent award 
by the State Board of Conciliation and 
Arbitration. Officials of the Boot and 
and Shoe Workers’ Union, which organ- 
ized the workers in the plant, are mak- 
ing an effort to have the strikers re- 
turn, but many have changed their af- 
filiation to the Shoe Workers’ Protective 
Union. 

The latter organization today called 
out on strike 300 employes of seven of 
the principal cut sole plants in the city 
owing to the failure of the manufac- 
turers to sign new price lists said to be 
identical with lists which expired last 
night except for an increase of $1 a 
week for sorters. 


HELD ON MURDER CHARGE. 


Charles Isola, Wanted in Albany, 
Caught After Fight In Saloon. 


Charles Isola, also known as Charles 
Game, was arrested last night near a 
saloon at 221 Mulberry Street by De- 
tectives Camponenosi, Repetto and Chris- 
tiano of the bomb squad at the request 
of District Attorney Timothy D. Roland 
of Albany, where he is wanted on a 
charge of murder. Detective Campone- 
nosi had been looking for Isola for sev- 
eral weeks. Last night he saw him in 
Mulberry Street, and with the other de- 
tectives he went into the saloon after 
him. Isola tried to grab Camponenosi's 
revolver, and, failing, dived through a 
window in the back of the saloon. He 
was caught a short distance away after 
he had stumbled and fallen. 

Isola was out on parole from Sing 
Sing after having served part of a twen- 
ty-year sentence. It is charged that on 
Dec. 14, 1921, he killed Fred Bridges in 
Albany County. 


YOUTHS HELD AS ROBBERS. 


Accused of Holding Up Cigar Store 
and Slashing a Man. 


George O’Keef, 21 years old, of 51 
Navy Street, Brooklyn, and Edward 


Gonsalbes, 20, of 117 Hudson Avenue, 
Brooklyn, were arraigned before Magis- 
trate Liota, in the Gates Avenue Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday morning on a 
charge of robbery. They were held in 
$20,000 bail each for further examination 
on Thursday. 

The youths are accused of holding up 
the cigar and candy store of Raymond 
Price at 155 Park Avenue, Brooklyn, 
Monday night, with two other unidenti- 
fied men, taking $25 from the cash reg- 
ister and slashing Edward McGartty of 
128 North Oxford Street on the face 
with a razor as they left.

Dr. J. Sherman Wright, appearing as 
a witness for the defense, testified that 
he believed traces of cyanogen gas found 
in the lungs of Mr. and Mrs. Jackson 
might have been the result of decompo- 
sition. He asserted that traces of cyan- 
ogen gas in approximately the same 
proportion as was found in the lungs 
of Mr. and Mrs. Jackson were found fh

Statement on Coal Strike 


To The Public: 


We are opening the mines of the Pittsburgh district without an agreement with the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, under the wages paid from November 1, 1917, to October 31, 1919. We do this because the 


Union has refused to meet us in this District to negotiate a working plan. 


On last March 18th, before the expiration of our ‘wage agreement, we, by letter sent to Robert R. 
Gibbons, President of the Mine Workers of this District, requested the Union to meet us in this District in 
a wage conference so that all differences might be adjusted and a strike prevented. This invitation was flatly 
refused. We renewed the proposal on June 9th and again met refusal. Meantime, the mines had been closed 
by order of the Union. There being no prospects of settlement, Hon. Clifford B. Connelly, Pennsylvania 
Commissioner of Labor and Industry, invited the operators and Union officials of the State of Pennsylvania 
to a conference, having in view the re-opening of the mines. We promptly agreed to meet, but the Union 
once more showed their antagonism to conference by,declining Commissioner Connelly’s plan. The respon- 
sibility, therefore, for the coal shortage and the inconvenience to the country rests entirely with the United 


Mine Workers. 


The Union’s Position: 


In every instance, the Union has refused to 
treat with us in this District on the ground that 
they would not go into a District conference. They 
announced that they would only confer in a so- 
called “four-State conference” composed of miners 
and operators from the so-called “four competitive 
States” of Western Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois. 


The Operators’ Position: 


President Wilson’s Coal Commission made an 
award effective April Ist, 1920. The Mine Workers’ 
Union broke that award the following August. 
This terminated the so-called Four-State Agree- 
ment and is a matter of record. The Pittsburgh 
Coal Producers’ Association made a new agreement 
for its own District which allowed the day men 
$7.50 per day of eight hours as against the President 
Commission’s award of $6.00 per day of eight hours. 


Therefore, the operators of this District have 


.taken the position that since the miners of this 


District are employed by the operators of this 
District, and the questions to be settled are wholly 
of a District nature, the settlement should be a 
District settlement. They object to having their 


economic advantages destroyed in a so-called “Four- 


State’”’ settlement. They have also refused to con- 
tinue the check-off practice. 


The.Check-Off: 


The check-off practice is the system under 
which the operator is compelled to collect for the 
Union, initation fees, dues and special assessments 
from the members. It works like this—Every man 
who goes to work in a Union mine must, under the 
system, become a member of the Union, whether he 
desires to do so or not. He has no-voice in the 
matter. The operator is compelled to take his ini- 
tiation fee of $10.00 out of his earnings, and the 
Union dues and any special assessments levied are 
also deducted from his pay envelope and turned over 
to the officers of the Union. This practice is as 
unfair to the miner of independent thought as it is 
un-American. It forces membership in the Union 
if he would work, and compels him to become Union 
in order to earn his daily bread. He has no option. 
He is not a free agent. He must accept the conditions 
and obey the rules of the Union and, in addition, 
pay the Union for the privilege. It forces the closed 
shop and deprives the miner of his industrial liberty. 
The employer also has no option. He must unionize 
his employees and eollect the check-off, or the 
Union officers will take from him the right to operate 
his mines. 


The old Four-State Agreement fixed -a basic 
wage scale for the four States.

then forced by the Union on the outlying Union 
territory. The local conditions, of which the check- 
off was one, were settled in Districts. Any District, 
however, refusing to adopt this un-American prac- 
tice subjected itself to a strike on that question. 
It is plain to be seen that a Four-State settlement 
would leave this District on strike on the “check- 
off’’ question. A Four-State conference is, therefore, 
futile. 


Who Gets The Money? 


Normally, there are mined: from the union 
mines of this country about three hundred million 
tons of coal every year. The check-off which the 
employer is compelled to collect from the miners for 
the Union amounts to from threé to seven cents per 
ton, the average being about five cents per ton. 
This gives the United Mine Workers from the 
income of 
$15,000,000.00 annually. It would be interesting to 
know just what becomes of this money, by whom 
it is spent and for what purposes. As a rule, the 
working miner believes a large part of the check-off 
is insurance against loss of wages in time of strike; 
that it will be returned to him by the Union in 
weekly strike benefits. In this strike, his belief has 
been wholly shattered for there have been no pay- 
ments of strike benefits. Our miners, to whom we 
have been paying good wages, have fed on nothing 
more substantial than speeches from the Union 
officials and organizers. So far as food and clothing 
is concerned, the Union has left them to shift for 
themselves. As a matter of fact, the only assistance 
the miners have had is rent credit from the oper- 
ators. 


The New Scale: 


The 1917 wage, under which we now open our 
mines, is nothing new to our miners. They worked 
under it for two years, during the high-price period 
of the war, and they were prosperous. They can be 
prosperous under it now, for living costs are far 
below what they were from 1917 to 1919. 


Under this wage, representative loaders made 
$6.71 a day of eight hours, and in the first nine 
months it was in effect they earned an average of 
$1,186.89. Cutters made $8.43, with $1,491.16 for 
the nine-month period, and pick miners made $7.60, 
with a total of $1,289.74. These figures do not in- 
clude the possible income of mine workers under 
the scale, for the more efficient men working regu- 
larly in this District made the following—Loaders, 
$9.22; Cutters, $10.62 and Pick Miners, $9.25, for 
eight hours. : 


This scale is 68 per cent. higher than the scale 
of 1914, and 15 per cent. above the actual increase 
in the cost of living for that same year. 


Can the country afford a closed mine—a mine closed to every working miner who refuses to pay what 
the Union demands and who must bow to the plans and whims of the Union leaders? Can the country afford 
to allow its key industry to pass into the hands of labor leaders who, without a dollar of investment, seek 
to make possible operation or suspension, production or stagnation, as they see fit? There is no doubt about 
the purpose of the United Mine Workers, for Article II of their Constitution provides: 


“First. To unite in one organization, regardless of creed, color or nationality, all work- 
men eligible for membership, employed in and around coal mines, coal washers, and coke ovens

“Third. To demand that not more than six hours from bank to bank in each twenty-four 
hours shall be worked by members of our organization.”

New Yorker Held Here for Al- 
leged Participation in $5,000,- 
000 Philadelphia Conspiracy. 


Dr. George Kherilla, one of twelve 
men charged in Philadelphia with par- 
ticipation in a conspiracy for the illegal 
withdrawal of $5,000,000 worth of liquors 
from warehouses, was arrested yester-' 
day at the Melrose Apartments, 480 Cen- 
tral Park West. He was held in $10,000 
bail by United States Commissioner 
Samuel M. Hitchcock for a hearing on 
Tuesday. : 

Dr. Kherilla was one of two New 
Yorkers for whom warrants were issued 
in connection with the plot. Special 
Agent John Conwell of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau spent six months in- 
vestigating the conspiracy. It is charged 
that the plotiers gct the liquor from the 
werehouses on permits for export and 
then filled the barrels with water to 
send abroad, keeping the liquor here to 
sell. Chief Hugh McQuillan of the 
special intelligence unit, is after the 
second New Ycrker. 

Assistant United States Attorney John 


M. Blake questioned Dr. Kherilla before 
bis arraignment. At the hearing next 
week he will ask that the prisoner be 
removed to Philadelphia as a- fugitive 
from justice. 

The complaint made by Mr. Blake is 
to the effect that the conspiracy was 
started April 1, 1921, and that in fur- 
therance of it Dr. Kherilla and others 
on June 9, 1921, paid $1,100 to Arthur 
Hamill, a Philadelphia customs guard, 
to connive at fraud against the Gov- 
ernment. Dr. Kherilla, it is charged, 
withdrew one hundred barrels of whisky 
from a bonded warehouse in Philadel- 
phia and sold it to John Frederich and 
Thomas Kane for beverage purposes.

Further Deaths Not Probable. 


Between fifty and sixty persons in all 
were treated by ambulance surgeons and 
volunteer physicians when they fell ill 
shortly after the lunch hour on Monday, 
but Dr. Norris said he did not expect 
any further deaths.

According to the chemists, the Depart- 
ment of Health was notified on Monday 
afternoon of the result of the analysis. 
The restaurant had closed and the 
patrons who had eaten the pie had 
scattered, however, and nothing was 
done in the way of investigation until 
yesterday morning. Drexler told the 
police and District Attorney Banton that 
Abramson, the baker, had given him a 
week’s notice a week ago Monday, and 
had quit his job last Saturday. On 
Monday morning, Drexler said, Abram- 
son appeared at the restaurant and went 
down into the bakery +to help: Louis 
Mandel, the baker who had taken his 
place. Abramson stayed only’ a. short 
while, to give Mandel some instructions 
as to how to do things, and then left. 


Abramson Was Substitute Baker. 


Mandel had been the regular baker at 
the Shelburne until three months ago, 


when he went Into business for himself. 
During the three months, Abramson had 
been. employed in his place. : Recently 
Mandel gave up his own business and 
began looking around for his job. 
Abramson heard about this, and decided 
to quit. Drexler told this to the police, 
and it was decided to arrest Abramson. 
He was found at a bakery on Twenty- 
third Street, near Fourth Avenue, where 
he had gone to work after leaving ‘the 
Shelburne, and was taken. at once to 
the’ District Attorney’s office... After 
questioning Abramson for more than an 
hour, Mr. Banton announced that he 
would not hold him on a_ homicide 
charge, but wuld hold- him as a material 
witness, allowing him his liberty on low 
bail. 

“This man seems to come out clean,” 
said Mr. Banton. ‘‘ He denies any. mo- 
tive that would have caused him to mix 
arsenic with the dough. He was not dis- 
charged, but left of his own .accord, 
and is now employed by a man who em- 
ployed him before he went to the Shel- 
burne. His statements are clear cut and 
straightforward, and there is no. evi- 
dence whatsoever to connect him with a 
crime.”’ 

‘*This is a most baffling case and 
may require a Sherlock Holmes to solve 
it, although on the other hand it may 
turn out to have a very simple explana- 
tion,’’ Mr. Banton continued.  ‘‘ Abram- 
son says he was with the Shelburne 
three months. The baker Mande] left 
three months ago to start business for 
himself. Abramson heard Mandel haa 
failed and would get his job back. 
Looking around for another job, he was 
engaged by his former employer, and 
told Mr. Drexler a week ago yesterday 
‘that ke was going to quit and go to 
Boston.* He made up the story about

** While there, Abramson told Drexler 
he was the best boss he. had ever had.

bakery. Dough was left over last Sat- 
urday and was used yesterday. It was 
the custom of Louis, the helper, to mix 
varlous ingredients into the dough and 
have it ready for Abramson to add such 
shortening and filling as the various 
kinds of pastry required. In our in- 


hal vestigation we have found that the very 


finest of ingredients were used in the 
bakery. 

‘* Abramson seemed stunned when ae 
realized that he was being questioned 
in connection with the death of several 
persons. He denied absolutely knowing 
anything about the pofson and how it 
got into the pies. We have held him in 
$100 bail as a material witness. Mr. 
Drexler was completely crushed by the 
affair. He is aiding us in every way. 
Only last week he had been offered 
$85,000 for his business, which he re- 
fused. 


Five Pounds of Dough in Ice Box. 
“ Mandel was questioned at this office 





this afternoon. He said he went to the 
bakery early Monday morning and 
found about five pounds of dough had 
been left over in the ice box. He added 
two pounds more to this to make enough 
for Monday’s baking. I have asked Mr. 


Drexler to give me the name of every 
employe and will subpoena them here 
for questioning.” 

After getting bail, Abramson went to 
his home, at 721 De Kalb Avenue, 








Brooklyn, last night. 
the same story he had told the offi- 
cials, adding that he was getting $85 
week in his new job, against $80 in the 
old one, so that he had no reason to be 
angry at either Drexler or Mandel.

The action ot the Department of 
Health in ordering the restaurant closed 
was taken at a special meeting late yes- 
terday afternoon. Acting Health Com- 
missioner Monaghan called Mr. Drexler, 
the President of the restaurant com- 
pany, and Mr. Oshrin, his attorney, be- 
fore the meeting and asked them to 
show cause why the restaurant should 
not be closed at least for the time 
being. At the end of the hearing Dr. 
Mcnaghan announced that it had been 
decided that there was no question but 
that a malicious act had been committed 
by which a numbe:. of persons: had been 
poisoned, and thai the public interest re- 
quired the closing of the festaurant for 
the time being at least. 


Pie Crusts Yield Arsenic. 


Dr. Monaghan said that chemical an- 
alyses, both by the Department of 
Health experts and the chemists engaged 
by Drexler, showed the presence of ar- 
senic in the pie crust ‘‘in considerable 
amounts.”’ He said that the Health 
Department chemists had examined 


everything they could lay their hands on, 
even taking pieces of pie that had been 
thrown into the garbage cans after the 
presence of poison. was discovered. They 
also placed an embargo on all the in- 
gredients that had been used in making 
the Pe crust—sugar, butter, flour, &c.— 
until they found that none of these ma- 
terials contained any poison. 

Medical Examiner Dr. Norris, refer- 
ring to the autopsies, said that arsenic 
found in the stomach and liver of vic- 
tims appeared to indicate that a large 
quantity of the poison had been’ used. 
Dr. Norris performed the autopsy on 
the two men who died in Manhattan, 
Dr. S. Sellars Kennard, Assistant Med- 
ical Examiner, on the two young wo- 
men who died in The Bronx, and Dr. 
Manuel E. Marten on the Brooklyn case. 
District Attorney Banton sent Dr. Otto 
H. Shultze, the prosecutor’s medical 
examiner, to New Jersey to examine the 
body of the man who died there.

THE WRONG END. 

. The diplomatic note of the British 
Government concerning war. debts, 
while not so offensive to the “United 
States as reported, seems in a way 
to renew the mistake which Luioyp 
GEORGE, according to Viscount Grey, 
made at Genoa. He complained 
that the Prime Minister there be- 
gan. ‘‘at the wrong end.'’ This 
he explained to mean at the Bol- 
shevist end instead of the American 
end. Admitting that Mr. Ltoyp 
GerorceE had undoubtedly done his best 
at Genoa, Viscount GREY made the dry 
comment: ‘‘ It would be better to do 
‘your second best at the right end 
‘*than your best at the wrong end.” 
He went on to say that co-operation 
with the United States in every prob- 
lem left over by the war ought to be 
a prime object of the British Govern- 
ment. Without that co-operation, he 
declared, no progress could be made. 

This is now such a commonplace of 
English policy, and is accepted just as 
implicitly by Lord BALFourR as by Vis- 
count Grey, that any departure from 
it—at least any intentional departure— 
would seem to be wholly out of the 
question. The British Government can- 
not have left itself in ignorance of the 
position of our own. From the British 
Ambassador at Washington, and from 
other sources, it must have received 
accurate information regarding Ameri- 
can sentiment in the matter of war 
debts. Ambassador Harvey has been 
at the call of the -Foreign Office to 
take part in those “‘ private conversa-

France and ennobles our relations with 
that country. 

In his address Premier POINCARE paid 
tribute to the achievements of the 
American army that came to the aid 
|of France in her hour of trial. On the 
pedestal of the monument were in- 
scribed the names of the American 
regiments that took part in the de- 
cisive Argonne campaign. The me- 
morial will be a shrine for Americans, 
standing in the heart of a region 
where the exploits of our soldiers saved 
the cause of the Allies from disaster. 
}It is not alone the heroic advance 
through the Argonne Forest that the 
stone perpetuates, but the great strug- 
gle to break through the German lines 
in the region. In this Italians as well 
as French and Americans were en- 
gaged. What was accomplished by 
our own First Army with French co- 
operation has been told by General 
PERSHING: 








Between Sept. 26 and Nov. il, 
twenty-two American and four French 
divisions, on the front extending from 
southeast of Verdun to the Argonne 
Forest, had engaged and decisively 
beaten forty-seven different German 
divisions, representing 25 per cent. of 
the enemy’s entire divisional strength 
on the western front. Of these enemy 
divisions twenty had been drawn from 
the French front and one from the 
British front. Of the twenty-two 
American divisions twelve had, at*dif- 
ferent times during this period, been 
engaged on fronts other than our own. 
The First Army suffered a loss of 
about 117,000 in killed and wounded. 
It captured 26,000 prisoners, 847 can- 
non, 3,000 machine guns and large 
quantities of material. 


Major Gen. Sir FREDERICK MAURICE 
has said that “ the prolonged stubborn 
‘‘ fighting of the American troops 
™ through the Forest has concentrated 
‘* attention in the United States upon

LEADERS AND THE PRESS. 

The facts set forth by Mr. Oc. in 
behalf of the National Coal Associa- 
tion have been often stated; yet the 
charge is still urged, and prominently, 
that -by refusing last March to enter 
a ‘‘ national’ conference the optra- 
tors broke a solemn agreement.

In spite of wage scales rang- 
ing upward from $7.50 a day for un- 
skilled labor, employment has been so 
intermittent that their actual earn- 
ngs in many fields have barely suf- 
ficed to keep body and soul together. 
They are victims of a lack of organ- 
ization, of efficiency, unparalleled in 
American industry. Traditionally the 
public has conceived of the laborer as 
the under dog, and few occupations are 
so dismal and dangerous as that of 
the coal miner. Even now, with paral- 
ysis threatening all industry and a 
prospect of fireless homes next Win- 
ter, neither the public nor the press 
is disposed to blame the mine workers.

THE GERMAN CURRENCY CRISIS. 

The renewed decline in the German 
mark to 14% one-hundredths of, a 
cent, as compared with 254% one-hun- 
dredths a fortnight ago, 8 cents when 
trading in Berlin exchange was re- 
sumed in July, 1919, and a normal 
prewar value of 23% cents, has been 
jascribed by some to doubt whether 
Germany’s burden of reparations pay- 
ments will be reduced. That explana- 
tion was hardly necessary, however; 
the progressive decline in the cur- 
rency’s gold value would be sufficient- 
jly accounted for by the scale on which 
new lately been turned 
out from the Government's printing 


issues have 


press. 

Practically all of Germany's accru- 
ing foreign obligations, including pur- 
chases of food and material, are being 
paid for with paper marks. The fur- 
ther the mark declines, the more of 
such paper is required to purchase 
| abroad a bushel of wheat or a bale 
of cotton, or to meet a stipulated pay- 
ment in gold on reparations account. 
Whereas Germany’s outstanding paper 
currency increased 44,600,000,000 
marks in the whole of 1921, the in- 
| crease during 1922 to date has already 
|been 62,900,000,000, and in a single 
week at the end of June 11,300,000,000 
;marks were issued. It is impossible 
;that under such circumstances the 
‘currency should not fall to a continu- 
ously lower value. 

At the recent Paris conference of 
international bankers, it was plainly 
\indicated that on certain conditions a 
large foreign loan could be raised for 
Germany; the proceeds of which 
might be used to make foreign pay- 
ments, in place of selling paper 
marks. Those negotiations were 
halted by the bankers’ stipulation that 
a reduced sum total of reparations 
payments should be fixed. Even if 
that stipulation were to be met, how- 
ever, the loan would also be condi- 
tioned on the stopping of the prodig- 
ious inflation of the currency. 

But that proposal raises some total- 
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ly distinct but almost equally disturb- 
ing considerations. Along with the 
headlong depreciation of the currency, 
average prices of commodities in Ger- 
many have risen to ninety-one times 
the prewar level. Taking 100 for the 
measure of July, 1914, the Frank- 
furter Zeitung has calculated that the 
average stood at 2,127 on Jan. l, 
1921, at 4,238 on Jan. 1, 1922, and at 
9,140 on July 1. Not only prices 
and cost of living, but ‘company 
capitalizations, wages of labor, rail- 
way rates have been adjusted to this: 
abnormal rise. The financial and com- 
mercial community of Germany is now 
asking what would happen to trade, 
to the speculative markets and to the 
complicated machinery of industry if 
the movement of prices were to be re- 
versed. The stopping of paper infla- 
tion: and the consequent rise in value 
of the mark might have a very serious 
result. 

Violent reaction in finance and In- 
dustry does not, indeed, always wait 
on such occasions for an - actual 
change in policy regarding the cur- 
rency. The ending of the after-war 
inflation of prices in England, France 
and Italy came in the Spring of 1920; 
the expansion of their currencies was 
not checked until the end of the year. 
With those countries, as with the 
United States, liquidation was forced 
by the exhaustion not of the stipply 
of money but of the facilities of credit. 
Signs of something like this have been 
visible in Germany throughout the last 
two months; they were emphasized 
last week by the advance in the Ger- 
man Reichsbank’s discount rate from 
5 per cent. to 6, a higher rate than 
any which has been fixed at that in- 
stitution since 1914. It is reported 
that loans at private German banks 
have lately commanded as much as 10 
per cent. 

This turn in the situation resembles 
so closely what occurred in our own 
market in the Autumn of 1919— 
when the rise of private discount rates 
to 8 per cent. and the advancing of 
the New York Federal Reserve Bank 
rate indicated the overstrain on credit 
and foreshadowed financial and indus- 
trial reaction—that the German situa- 
tion must be partly judged in the light 
of our own experience. Nothing is 
more fallacious than the idea that con- 
stant in the money supply 
means equivalent increase of real capi- 
tal and of facilities for credit. Exact- 
ly the contrary is true, as markets 
have learned in every episode of ex- | 
travagant speculation and inflation. 
That Germany did not have to face 
the reckoning when it overtook the 
rest of the world was probably due to 
the fact that expansion of. trade had 
up to that time proceeded more slow- 
ly in Germany than in other coun- 
tries. During all the past year, how- 
ever, the story has been insistent of 
wild speculation and an excited ‘‘ busi- 
ness boom” on the German markets 
and, is by no means without 
bearing on the situation, of the flight 
of actual German capital to other 
countries.

would be excited by a dispatch from 
Moscow which says that the Council of 
Commissars has forbidden the emigra- 
tion of any more peasants to Siberia. 

For more than a century that ~move- 
ment has been encouraged by the Rus- 
sian authorities, the chief ambition of 
whom, apart from gaining possession of 
Constantinople, was the development of 
the vast empire east of the Urals. Now 
the Soviet Commissars declare that 
Siberia has all the inhabitants it wants 
and that there is no more free land to 
bs taken up by new settlers! 

When one remembers the size of Si- 
beria and the scantiness of its popula- 
tion—that in enormous stretches of it 
there are no dwellers except a few 
nomads—a natural wonder is aroused 
as to what has happened under the new 
régime. If there is no more land open 
to settlement, then it all must be owned 
by somebody cther than the communistiec 
Government. Have great estates been 
awarded to a few favorites or sold to a 
few capitalists possessed of real money? 

That is the almost necessary conclu- 
sion from any statement that Siberia 
now is entirely in the dreadful state of 
private ownership.

Policy in’ Park Management. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Commissioner Gallatin is certainly right in 
his argument that the methods of adminis- 
tration of the Chicago parks would not be 
suited to Central Park. The conditions in 
the two cities are quite different. It is not 
the golf course, nor the gymnasium, nor the 
laundry that makes-the South Parks such a 
success (though they all help), but the fact 
that the park authorities have found out by 
long experience how to run their parks. 

The present deplorable condition of Cen- 
tral Park is not due to Commissioner Galla- 
tin nor to any. other Commissioner, nor to 
any Mayor. It is due to the anomalous sys- 
tem of administration which, almost from 
top to bottom, is a question of political 
patronage. 

No executive could develop and carry out 
@ sound policy of park management unless 
he could stay in offiee long enough to do 
so and had under him a_ complete staff 
chosen on merit, and with their jobs depend- 
ent on efficlency. 

Central Park is one of the most difficult 
parks in the world to run because of its 
peculiar conditions, its limited area and the 
great demands upon it. Yet the Commissioner 
is hampered all the time by lack of tradi- 
tion, lack of time, funds, police protection 
and qualified assistants. 

As for keeping off the grass, Commissioner 
People insist that 
Central Park should be a scenic park, and 
you cannot have such a park without grass. 
While grass will withstand a wonderful 
amount of wear and tear if properly made, 
maintained and protected at intervals, it will 
not survive the intensive use of many parts 
of Central Park all the time. 

One more point. I would be glad to sug- 
gest to Mr. Gallatin in reply to his question 
a method of adding 100 acres to Central 
Park. It would be by the removal of both 
reservoirs, which occupy a good deal more 
than that space in the heart of the Park. 
The reservoirs have served their indispensa- 
ble purpose, but are now antiquated ob- 
structions. They should be removed, not be- 
cause some one wants a playground or a 
formal garden cr a meadow, but for the in- 
clusion of whatever features may be neces- 
sary to make it a unit, a composition con- 
sistent throughout so as best to serve the 
best needs of the whole city.

The City’s Pushcarts. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I’ read with some amusement, Mayor 
Hylan’s letter to Commissiener O'Malley, 
telling the Commissioner not to worry about 
what people think or say in regard-to this 
one-dollar-a-week tax on the pushcart ped- 
dlers, but the facts are there all the same, 
and every honest citizen knows that it is 
wrong and illegal to collect this tax. 

For a period of forty-two years I was con- 
nected with the De Witt Memorial Church, 
on Rivington Street. I have watched with 
alarm the rapidly increasing number of push- 
carts. I have been told: on good authority 
that in Rivington Street alone, from the 
Bowery east to Goerck Street, a distance of 
eighteen city blocks, every week there is col- 
lected over $800.

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DENBY FOUND JAPAN LOYAL. 


“Living Honorably to Every Detail 
of Her Obligations,” He Says. 


MANILA, July 31 (Associated Press). 
—Japan is observing every detail of her 
obligations under the naval and Four- 
Power Treaties concluded in Washing- 
ton, and a feeling of mutual confidence 
has succeeded the uncertainty which for- 
merly existed in American relations with 
Japan, according to a statement given 
out by Edwin Denby, the Secretary of 
the Navy, today, the first day of his 
visit to Manila. : 

Secretary Denby intimated that con- 
ditions in the Far East were not suf- 
ficiéntly stabilized to permit of immedi- 
ate consideration of the Filipinos as- 
pirations for independence, even should 
internal progress prove that the country 
was fitted for it. 

“I believe,” he said, ‘‘that Japan is 
living honorably to every detail of her 
obligations under both treaties. I was 
much impressed with the confidence ex- 
hibited by the Japanese in the success 
of the pacts and believe that Japan, as 
well as the United States, has come to 
realize that the new internal arrange- 


ments in the Pacific arg beneficial to

I 
similar feeling in China.” 

Regarding conditions in China, Mr. 
Denby, speaking ‘only as a he 
individual,” stated his belief that China’s 
salvation must come through a “ strong 
man,” who would be able to hold the 
military leaders of the country in check. 
He declined to state whether he believed 
any Chinese at present was capable of 
assuming this sition, but said that 
General Wu Pei-fu, military leader of 
the North, was generally regarded as a 
strong man. Mr. Denby said he under- 
stood that General Wu never had been 
charged with being undér foreign influ- 
ence. 

Discussing Philippine defense plans, 
Secretary Denby said that the United 
States was free under the Washington 
treaties to increase its air forces in the 
islands, a move that had been advocated 
by various naval experts, but that no 
plans to do so were being made at 
present. 

AS to Philippine independence, he said: 

“Tf I were the Philippines I would re- 
gard withdrawal from the United States 
as the greatest possible disaster at pres- 
ent. The islands are more peaceful and 
prosperous than most sections of the 
globe. 

#* Although independence is the ulti- 
mate ideal set up for the Philippines by 
America, I believe it to be many years 
away when the American flag will come 
down here.” 

He added that under the Four-Power 
Treaty plan protection by the United 
States would cease automatically if in- 
dependence were granted to the islands. 

Secretary Denby will complete his in- 
spection of the naval station at Olongapo 
tomorrow, it is expected, as inclement 
weather today marred his visit there. 
He said that the naval yard at Olongapo 
would be transferred to Cavite, as had 
been planned. 

He came to Manila today from Olon- 
gapo, where he made his — stop yes- 
terday in his visit to the islands. ov- 
ernor General Leonard Wood and mili- 
tary and naval officials greeted him at 
the pier and drove with him to Mala- 
canang Palace, the Manila residence of 
the Governor General. Troops of the 
Ninth Cavalry formed an eseort of 
honor. 

Secretary Denby’s ra for the day 
included a visit of inspection to the 
naval station at Cavite, a visit to the 
famous hot springs resort of Los Bafios, 
thirty-two miles from Manila; a 
luncheon in his honor by the Rotary 
Club of Manila and entertainment by

ASSAILS TOLBERT IN SENATE 


Dial Offers-to Testify on Charge of 
Selling Offices.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Senator Dial 
read into the Congressional Record to- 
day a copy of the statement which he 
made on Sunday night charging that 
Joseph W. Tolbert, the Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman from South Caro- |!

Mr. Dial signified his willingness to 
appear at any time before the Senatorial 
subcommittee with which he has filed 


charges eoncerning Tolbert and which is 
now examining the question of Tolbert’s 
fitness to become United States Marshal 
for the Western District of South Caro- 


lina. Addressing the Senate, he said: 

‘This statement deals in a great 
measure with the debauchery of people 
of my section of the country. No doubt 
a great deal of that goes on, and I hope 
this will, in a measure, stop some of 
the corruption in regard to the public 
offices. I do not believe that right- 
thinking people of any faction, or any 
party, would condone any such corrupt 
practices. We get the condemnation in 
the South, and of course our people are 
not responsible for it; but I hope that 
practice will be obliterated from now on.

German Workers Indifferent to

Voyagers Say. 


Americans who returned yesterday 
from Hamburg on the Manchuria of the 
American Line said the working: people 
were indifferent to the falling of the 
mark so long as their wages wére raised 
each time, They have no desire to save, 
it was said. It is- different, the passen- 
gers said, with the salaried class of 
workers, whose incomes are not raised 
to meet the drop in the mark, and there 
have been several deaths in Hanover 
and other cities from starvation as well 
as suicides. 

The new law ordering hotel and res- 
taurant proprietors and shopkeepers to 
charge 500 per cent. in addition to the 
ordinary prices to all foreigners travel- 


ing in Germany came into force yester- 
day. Officers of the Manchuria said 
the German people were afraid the law 
would prevent foreigners from going 
there to spend their money. It will also 
stop crews of American, ships from seek- 
ing leave in German rts.

WASHINGTON, Aug... 1.—Glenn B. 
Plumb, head of the Plumb Plan League, 
author of the Plum plan for the na- 
tionalization of railroads and counsel 
for sixteen large railroad labor or- 
ganizations, died at 9:30 o'clock 
jtonight at Georgetown University 
Hospital after an illness of six months 
from heart trouble. He lost a leg 
in an operation on May 18 last, when 
|an operation was performed because 
| Sangrene had set in, and, although he 
| got over the operation, he recently had 
a relapse, and developed such a weak- 
ened condition on account of the condi- 
tion of his heart that recovery was im- 
possible. The remains will be taken to 
Chicago tomorrow, where the funeral 
will be held on Thursday. 

Born in Clay, Washington County, 
| Iowa, on Sept. 1, 1866, Mr, Plumb 
| Sraduated from Oberlin College in 1891, 
studied law at Harvard and began the 
practice of law in Chicago, but in 1919 
he came to Washington and immedigte- 

ly began to urge upon Congress the 

plan for tripartite control of the rail- 


ways of the country placing them under 
a commission of fifteen, five of mem- 
bers which would be railway employes. 

For a time he had the support of the 
heads of the four railway brotherhoods 
and the name of Samuel Gompers, Pres- 
j ident of the American Federation of 
|Labor, also was printed on the litera- 
{ture of the Plumb plan, it being as- 
| Berted that Mr. Gompers had accepted 
}an honorary Vice Presidency. Gompers, 
| however, later denied official connection 
| with the league. 

Mr. Plumb also offered to Congress in 
| January, 1920, a plan for all American 
industries modeled after the plan of the 
|; Same name for the railroads. During 
most of the campargn which it carried 
on, the league had headquarters in 
Washington and conducted a wide pub- 
licity fight. When it became apparent, 
however, that the Plumb plan would not 
receive favorable consideration by Con- 
gress or by President Wilson, the agita- 
tion petered out. Plumb continued as 
general counsel for the Plumb Plan 
|; League. He resided in Chevy Chase and 
is survived by a wife and two children. 

Soon atter Mr. Plumb was graduated 
from the law school at Oberlin College 
; he moved to Chicago, -where he soon ac- 
quired a large practice among corpo- 
rations. He became manager and then 
President of three street car systems in 
that city, through which connection he 
acquired a practical knowledge of 
| municipal traction problems. 

In these duties Mr. Plumb found him- 
sel€ called on to draw up franchises 
and it was then, he said afterwards, 
that he realized that there appeared 
to be no legal definition of where pub- 
lic and private rights began or left off. 
His interest in valuation problems was 
aroused at about this time and proved 
to. be of service to him in the plan 
which he eventually proposed to apply 
to the railroads. 

Mr. Plumb was retained as _ special 
counsel for the City of Chicago by 
State’s Attorney Hoyne in connection 
with the proposal of the Chicago ele- 
vated roads to have a valuation placed 
on their property. 

He made an unusual move in a’ pro- 
ceeding of the kind by bringing the 
matter before the courts on a quo war- 
ranto proceeding. The higher court 
reversed him on a technicality, but his 
theory of valuation was upheld. The 
Chicago railroads then agreed to a 
valuation on their property far below 
|} what had been claimed for them at the 
beginning of, the proceeding. Mr. 
Plumb then was retained by the City 
of Chicago to represent it in a similar 
proceeding against gas companies there. 

His theory on the valuation of public 
| service corporations soon brought him 
into touch with the railroad brother- 
hoods. Mr. Plumb was retained about 
seven years ago by the brotherhoods to 
represent them in wage negotiations of 
the locomotive engineers in which the 
values of certain railroad properties 
were in question. He had since acted 
as counsel for the brotherhoods. 


KELLY FIELD FLIER KILLED. 


Lieutenant S. M. Lunt Dies as Alr- 
plane Fails 150 Feet. 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas, Aug. 1.—Lieu- 
tenant Samuel M. Lunt, Kelly Field 
aviator, met almost instant death here

Interior Department Plans Radio 
Station in Glacier National Park 
to Transmit Music. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (Associated 
Press).—‘‘ The next number on tonight's 
program will be a piccolo imitiation en- 
titled ‘The Whistling Chorus,’ by the 
Rocky Mountain Marmot Singing So-

Such may be the announcement to 
astonish the ears of any number of 
listening radio fans in the near future, 
if a proposal before the National Park 


Service of the Interlor Department is |/ 


carried through. It will be possibly the 
most novel treat that the numberless 
radio amateurs could ask, whose ap- 
paratus would tune in with a_broad- 
casting station in Glacier National 
Park, in the heart of the Rockies, which 
would cateh and transmit the shrill 
whistling of these small dog-like 
animals. 

Within fifty miles of the park, in the 
northern part of Montana, near the 
Canadian border, resides the largest 
yew =f of the animals on the North 
American continent. It is estimated 
there are close to a million of them, 
living in dense population. On_ atill 
nights the wonderful shrilling chorus 
of the piccolo-like voices is carried 
miles on the rare mountain air, and 
tourists in the camps enjoy the evening 
programs immensely, 

It has been proposed that a receiving 
set and broadcasting station of 200-watt 
capacity, sending at a 860-metre wave 
length, be installed close enough to 
catch the voices clearly. Such power 
would be capable of sending throughout 
a radius of 1,500 miles and could be 
picked up almost from coast to coast. 
The perfection of the radio now su 
gests the idea of broadcasting this 
volume of weird, whistling music, which 
has a tone all its own, to radio re- 
ceivers as far as the waves will carry. 

When the full chorus is on it sounds 
as if a whole city of I en - were play- 
ing piccolos in concert. The radio fan 
who is lucky enough to Hsten in will 
not have a bit of trouble in recognizing 
the marmot voices, even though no pre- 
liminary announcement is made from 
the broadcasting station.

PANIC, WITH 1,500 IN: PERIL 


Two Girls Thrown Into River— 
Huge Holes Are Torn in — 
Hulls of Both Vessels. 


STEAMER CAPTAIN ACCUSED 


He Backed Away After Striking, 


Says Ferry’s Skipper—Each 
Claimed Right of Way. 


Nearly 1,500° persons, most of ‘them 
women and children, were imperilled, 
fifty were injured and two girls were 
flung into the North River at 9:25 yes- 
terday 
steamer Grand Republic, sister ship of 
the General” Slocum, crashed into the 
Erie Railroad ferryboat Chautauqua 
off Chambers Street, tearing a. hole 
thirty feet long in the ‘side of the ferry 
boat, and laying bare the men’s cabin 
@s far as the teamway. The bow of 
the Grand Republic was stove .in. for 
ten feet back of the prow, but above the 
water line. 

The Grand Republic, with 1,263 per- 
sons on board, was bound for Bear 
Mountain from the Battery, and the 
Chautauqua, with more than 200 pas- 
sengers from Jersey City, was nearing 
the Chambers Street ferry slip. when 
the collision occurred. 

There was a thin haze on the river 
and from 500 to 600 of the excursionists 
Were crowded well forward in the bow, 
where they could command the best 
view of the river and get the cool 
breezes. When the collision appeared 
inevitable, the passengers near the prow 
became panic-stricken and tried _to run 
aft, but were halted’ by the jam near 
the bow. 

Women and children screamed and 
geome fainted. The contagion of panic 
swept in waves toward.the stern as pas- 
sengers fought and trampi¢d each other 
for places of safety.,/The crash flung 
half a dozen excurstonists from the top 
deck of the Grand Republic ta the deck 
of the Chautauqua and showered wreck- 
age, crushed glass and débris over scores 
of men, women and children.

Band Helps Allay Fears. 


A&S the noise of the Grand Republic’s 
prow grinding against the ferryboat 
reached the band in the cabin, Band- 
master W. F. Connelly jumped to the 
cabin door and saw the panic-stricken 
eréwd fighting to reach the stern. In 
an_instant he had the band plating at 
full volume ‘‘Three Cheers for the Red, 
White and Blue.” 

The momentary diversion gave the 
crew and deckhands time to allay the 
fears of the passengers and avert what 
might easily have been a catastrophe, 
with the loss of many lives, The Grand 
Republic backed away fiom the ferry- 
boat, whose crew h&d huddled the pas- 
sengers fore and aft when it became evi- 
dent that it would be struck amidships, 
ana the exctursionists quieted down. 

soatmen rescued the two girls cata- 
puite@d into the river from the Grand 
* Republic’s top deck, Ambulances were 
calied from Volunteer, Broad Street, St. 
Vincent's and Gouverneur Hospitals and 
several score were treated by the sur- 
geons for cuts, bruises and shock. Two 
girls and a boy were taken to Broad 
treet Hospital. 

After the collision statements issued 
by representatives of the Erie Railroad 
and the owners of the Grand Kepublic 
contained assertions wherein each side 
claimed that its vessel had ‘‘ the right 
of way” on the river. However, Cap- 
tain James F. Smith, in a signed and 
sworn affidavit. which was sent to the 
United States Steamboat Inspectors at

Bower would ascribe no reason 
for his apparent attempt at suicide.

Said, signifying that he would*con- 
tinue on his course and that the ferry- 
boat would have to pass astern of him. 
After waiting a few moments, he de- 
clared, Captain Lewis again signaled 
with: one blast of the whistle, but the 
Chautaqua, instead of answering with a 
similar blast, ‘‘ crossed signals, ’ answer- 
ing with two blasts. This indicated, that 
the ferryboat disputed the excursion 
steamer’s right of way and wanted the 
steamer to pass on the Chautauqua’'s 
starboard side. It was then, said Mr. 
McAllister, that Captain Lewis ordered 
|his engines reversed and signaled with 
three blasts to indicaté that his engines 
were reversed. p 

Mr. McAllister said that his statement 
was made as the result of an investiga- 
tion, in the course of which he ques- 
tioned ten or more towboat captains. He 
praised Captain Lewis as a pilot of 
thirty-five. years’ experience, said he was 
always cool and collected and was “ the 
best pilot in the harbor.”

The old Republican Parliament of 
China, dissolved by the militarists in 
1917, reassembled today with a quorum 
and began the transaction of business.

Milwaukee Doctor Swallows a 
Dose of Morphia and Writes 
of Approaching Death. 





“LIFE A STREET-CAR RIDE” 


Fights Against Unconsclousness in 
Fear of Being Found and Saved 
—Dies in Ambulance.

MILWAUKEE, Wis.,.Aug. 1.—Dr. Al- 
bert Herschman, former Consular Agent 
for Austria here, ended his life today 
by taking twelve one-half grain tablets 
of morphia and then, as the lethal po- 


and wrote the story of his approaching 
death. 





He set down on paper at intervals just | 


how he felt as the fatal grip of the 
poison brought him nearer and nearer to 
what he termed ‘‘ the great adventure." 

‘* Life is nothing: but. a-street car ride: 
when you come to your station you get 
off,’’ he wrote, pausing twice while pen- 
ning his death letter to telephone his 
wife to inform her that he was ‘‘ almost 
finished.”’ 

Continuing he wrote: 

‘*The morphine has put me in a con- 
dition of absolute mental painlessness. 
I am not attempting to review my past 
life and do not try to look into the fu- 
ture, as 1 believe that death is the end 
and that there is no hereafter. I deeply 
regret the grief my voluntafy parting 
must bring for a time on my beloved 
ones. Ill health, however, and late re- 
verses make my step desirable. 

“It is now 7:17 P. M., and if I didn’t 
know that I have taken sufficient poison 
to warrant results, I could not notice 
it from my ccndition. 
tering heart actior and contracted eye 
pupils and moderate drowsiness, I feel 
no results. Still, 1 cannot make up my 
mind to swaliow the cyanide and have 
lit a cigar, awaiting further increase of 


drewsiness, and nope to be soon able to} 


coax me into the inevitable. 

; “7:42 P. M.—I am here yet, hesitating 
to take this cyanide. 
come blurred from the morphine and a 
sensation of supreme quietude reigns in 
me. If it was not for my beloved wife, 
who just phoned, 1 would go on wait- 
ing, but I am afraid of’too long a delay 
because a lansing into unconsciousness 
might result in being saved by medical 
assistance. Ten more minutes and then 
the end by cyanide. 

“Tam in n> manner kept in 
just pleasantly and curiously 
cevelopments. Queer enough, my only 
wish is I had an additional handker- 
chief so that I could dispose of the sur- 
plus perspiration, it being close and my 
skin clammy from the morphine effects.” 

The record was signed “Dr. A. J. H.” 

The former Austrian Consul was found 
unconscious by the janitor and was 
rushed to the Emergency Hospital, 
aying in the ambulance on the way. 

Dr. Herschman arrived in America 
from Austria in 1899 and came ’to Mil- 
waukee twenty years ago. Shortly be- 
fore the war he was made Austrian 
Consular Agent with offices here. It 
was said that he gave freely of his time 
and money to aid fellow-countrymen in 
difficulties. He studied medicine in 
Vienna and was graduated there. 

Dr. Herschman was a2 classmate at the 
University of Vienna of Dr. Adolph 
Lorenz, the famous bloodless surgeon, 
and entertained him on the occasion of 
the latter’s visit in 1903, after he had 
operated on Lolita Armour in Chicago.

British columns of ariillery have been 
crossing the Bosphorus from the Asiatic 
side since Sunday morning and are be- 
ing hurried northward to the Tchatalja 
line. Two battalions of Italian troops 
have been placed at the disposal of 
General Harington, and these also 
have been dispatched northward. 

The Turkish Nationalist Government 
at Angora has given assurance to Gen- 
eral Harrington that its troops will not 
attempt to advance in the neutral zones, 
thus permitting the British to remove 
two battalions of hussars from the ter- 
ritor adjacent to the Nationalist 
positions. 

The French, British and Italians are 
working in what appears to be complete 
accord, but the Greek troops at the 
front are reported in a great ferment 
and anxious to advance upon Constan- 
tinople 

The official allied communiqué says: 

““In the course of the past fortnight 
the Greeks have been constantly rein- 
forcing their troops and garrisons in 
Thrace. The Greek troops, which pre- 
viously amounted to two divisions, now 
; total twelve divisions. 
attitude the allied command has been

| ty protect the neutral zone, 

**Franco-British cavalary and troops 
have been sent to the frontier behind 
a protective curtain of cavalry. Allied 
troops are being concentrated with a 
view to defending the neutral zone in 
case of necessity.’’ 

The Greek divisions, it is reported, 
dre not of full strength, but it is gen- 
erally estimated that there are now 
some 70,000 Greek troops facing 10,000 
allied troops across the Tchatalja line.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 1.— As a 
result of the stern allied demands, the 
Greeks withdrew to six miles from the 
Chatalja line today, suddenly easing the 
tension. This is considered as a per- 
sonal triumph for General Sir Charles 
Harrington, the allied commander, who 
is believed to have acted: without or- 
ders from: London. His preparations 
against’ a Greek advance were prompt 
and decisive, and he undoubtedly took 
by surprise. the Greeks, who expected 
the allied wrangling and passivity to 
make entrance to Constantinople easy. 





Self-Governmént for Thrace? 


LONDON, Aug. 1 (Associated Press). 
—The first Greek information reaching 
London from the cities of the Near East 
| indicates that the Greek Government's 
| proclamation of autonomy for Smyrna 
| may be followed by a similar decree for 
self-government for Thrace. 

The attitude of the Allies on this sin- 
| gular action, the advices say, is eagerly 
awaited, as it constitutes a distinct de- 
parture from the existing peace treaties 
and diplomatic understandings. It is 
presumed in some European capitals 
that Great Britain, at least, counte- 
nanced the steps taken by the Athens 
Cabinet as a means of forcing the Ke- 
malists to accept the allied peace pro- 


posals in Asia Minor. 

Frank surprise is expressed among 
allied and neutral observers’ that 
Greece’s creation of Smyrna and its 
hinterland as an autonomous province 
{has elicited no remonstrance from the 
Allies. These observers point out that 
under the Treaty of Sévres Turkish 
sovereignty in Smyrna was to be trans- 
ferred to Greece for a period of five 
years, at the end of which the popula- 
tion was to express by a plebiscite its 
preference for either Greek or Turkish 
rule. x 
Tha Greek proclamation of self-govern- 
ment for the whole of Ionia was received 
with general satisfaction and enthusiasm 
by the Greeks, who predominate in the 
city. of Smyrna. In the interior, how- 
ever, it was greeted with subdued re- 
sentment and contempt by the Turks, 
who form the greater part of the inland 
population and who, observers say, real- 
ize that the permanent loss of Smyrna 
to the Turkish Empire means a serious 
impairment of her economic life. 

Serious doubts are expressed by the 
allied authorities as to the capacity of 
Greece to administer this large ‘and 
difficult area, which is considerably 
greater than the State of Connecticut. 
It has a population of about 1,500,000 
with a predominance of Turks. It is 
also recognized that Greece, even if 
she had the necessary executives and 
colonizing experience to take over this 
extensive area, has no money to develop 
it with its large hostile Moslem popu- 
lation. 

If Greeoe should repeat in Thrace 
what she did in Smyrna it would be a 
contravention of the terms of the Treaty 

Sevres, it is argued. The treaty 
gives Greece merely provisional authori- 
ty over that territory until the Allies 
decide its final status. 

If Greece should proclaim the auton- 
omy of Thrace, it is believed that this 
would stir up the Buigarians, who have 
never ceased to hope that Thra¢e would 
eventually be returned to them or that 
the Allies Would administér it. The 
Greeks throughout Asia Minor are hope- 
ful that the new administration of 
Smyrna will produce a revival of the 
country’s dying trade and commerce. 
Greater harmony between the Turks 
Circassians, Armenians, Christians and 
Mohammedans is looked for. 

The latest reports from Constan- 
tinople, Athens and other capitals show 
that the threatened seizure of Constan- 
tinople by Greece was largely in the 
nature of a gesture intended for the 
Allies. It is thought that it was de- 
signed to show Greece’s impatience at 
the delay in settling the Near East con- 
flict. Its motive, according to some 
eommentators, was political rather than 
military. 

There are now more than thirty Brit- 
ish, French and Italian warships in the 
Golden Horn. With the six American 
destroyers, they give the capital a dis- 
tinctly warlike appearance.

? NEGROES LYNCHED 
BY MOBS IN SOUTH 


Georgia Crowd of 300 Takes a 
Prisoner From Officers and 
Shoots Him to Death. 


ARKANSAS SLAYER ‘HANGED 


500 Citizens of Hot Springs Force 
Way Into Jail to Get Victim— 
Put Body Back in Cell.

MACON, Ga., Aug. 1.—A scheme to 
bring about the capture of John Glover, 
a. negro, wanted for the murder of 
Deputy Sheriff Walter G. Byrd, a ne- 
gro, miscarried early this morning, the 
lynching of Glover resulted and a.~race 
riot was narrowly averted late this aft- 
ernoon when the lynchers dumped 
Glover’s body into Broadway at the 
scene of the Byrd murder last Saturday 
night. ; 

The capture of Glover was brought 
about through negro. spotters, one. of 
whom was in the automobile that car- 
ried him to a railroad station at For- 
syth, Ge., during last night. On the 
train that he was to take. were two other 
spotters and in the Atlanta Terminal 
Station was an Atlanta officer and an- 
other negro spotter. 

The Sheriff did not want Glover cap- 
tured here, for it meant certain death 


to the negro. Besides, the Sheriff and 
his deputies desired information concern- 
ing the plot to kill Byrd, which only 
Glover knew, it was believed. ; 

The miscarriage of the scheme _re- 
sulted when Conductor Beall of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia passenger train recog- 
nized Glover as the negro wanted by 
the’ Macon authorities for the murder 
of Byrd. at Griffin, Ga., the conductor 
called in officers to place him under ar- 
rest. Policeman Phelps was. shot in a 
pistol battle with the negro and may 
lose one arm as a result. Phelps’s com- 
panion clubbed the negro into insensi- 
bility, however, and disarmed him. 


Pleaded to Be Killed. 


“ Kill me here; I know what you want 
me for. Don’t take me to Macon,” 
pleaded the negro to the Griffin officers. 


The Griffin officers put Glover in jail 
there and then got frightened. They 
feared that more than a score of auto- 
mobiles loaded with armed .men were 
approaching Griffin, from acon and, 
not wanting a lynching party in that 
County, they proceeded with the pris- 
oner toward Macon, traveling at high 
speed through Barnesville and Forsyth. 

Near the latter place the road was 
choked ‘with automobiles and the car 
bearing the prisoner turned‘off on a 
side road, trying to avoid the mob. The 
car became stuck in the mud.. Crowds 
swarmed about them: in‘a few minutes 
and the prisoner was’ taken*from the 
officers and shot to death.°° A small 
fire that. was started under the body 
as it was tied to a pine tree was put 
out. 

The body was brought to Macon and 
dumped -into the street in front of Hat- 
field's pool room, where :the shooting of 
Byrd occurred. From every side street 
the crowd poured into Boradway. Only 
for the fact that the police had closed 
every negro place of business in the 
street early in the day, when the capture 
of. Glover. became known, a race riot 
might have ensued. They .closed the 
same business places on Saturday night 
after the shooting of Byrd. 

As members of the mob were tearing 
Glover’s clothing into shreds for sou- 
venirs, the police finally rescued Glover's 
body. It was carried to the police bar- 
racks and then was taken out at a rear 
door and carried to Forsyth, where an 
inquest will be held. 

While the crowd scattered at the time, 
excitement has been running high ever 
since. There have ben thrats to “‘ get "’ 
the three negroes convicted of the mur- 
der of A. L..Aligood, street car motor- 
man and conductor, on Christmas Eve, 
@ murder mystery that was solved by 
Byrd and which the police say resulted 
in the plot that caused his death. Extra 
guerds have been placed at the jail. 

Threats also have been made against a 
number of negroes. It was larned that 
C. H. Douglass, owner of a negro thea- 
tre and oné of the wealthies tnegroes in 
Georgia, had been told to leave Macon in 
twelve hours. It was at his home that 
a guard of twenty police was.established 
Saturday night. The police have prom- 
ised to protect Douglass, saying that he 
has nothing to do with the case at all. 

Groups of citizens have been congre- 
gating on the streets here tonight. The 
police are hopeful that they can handle 
any situation that may arise.

Slayer Hanged in Arkansas.

HOT SPRINGS, Ark., Aug. 1.—Gilbert 
Harris, a negro, aged 28, was lynched 
here this morning for the fatal wounding 
on Monday night of Maurice Connelly, 


26, a prominent young business man. 

Connelly was wounded when he re- 
turned home from a dance and found 
a negro in his apartment. Connelly was 
rushed to a hospital, where he died at 
7 A, M. today. . 

The negro escaped after the shooting. 
The police picked up a brown cap in 
the apartment, and Connelly told the 
police the negro was in his stocking 
feet. Two hours later the poliice found 
Harris, who has served one term in 
State prison, in bed with his trousers 
on, and a pair of white socks under the 
bed showed he had been out in his 
stocking feet. A woman living with 
Harris identified the cap as Harris’s 
and told of three burglaries committed 
by him that night. The police found 
chickens in a flourisack in. the home and 
other stolen goods. 

Harris was arrested. A mob of citizens 
gathered at the City Hall at 8 A. M. 
and it grew in numbers until Circuit 
Judge Scott Wood and Mayor Harry 
Jones pleaded for the law to take its 
course. The jail was locked and barred. 
The mob entered the jail through the 
City Hall, in the basement of which the 
jail is located. Descendi the stairwa:

Harris was told to confess, but he 
refused.

his desk fully three months, counted 
in days when he had failed to show up . 
for duty. 

Mr. Colgan is an outspoken supporter 
of ex-Governor Alfred E.. Smith for 


the Democratic nomination, for _Gov- 
ernor, and on one. occasion stated 
publicly that ‘‘ he would rather cut off 
his right hand than do anything. that 
might prove hurtful to ** Al.” and it was 
stated that yesterday’s statement was 
only the first gun of a systematic. cam- 
paign by supporters of the latter. 


Charges Made by Colgan. 


Mr. Colgan made public the statement- 
at his home, 324 Jay Street, Brooklyn, 
and afterward sent copies to the 
reporters’ room at the City Hall.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Movement, Due to 
Home and Foreign Uncertain- 
ties—Mark Declines Again. 


Two large uncertainties, bearing on 
two important factors in the situation, 
kept all of yesterday’s financial mar- 
kets in a state of hesitation and in- 
decision. It was known that by eve- 
ning the railway executives would an- 
nounce their willingness or unwilling- 
ness to accept President Harding's pro- 
posed terms for ending the shopmen’s 
strike. Formal statement by the Brit- 
ish ministry of its attitude toward the 
inter-governmental debts, concerning 
which there has been much rumor and 
conjecture, was also expected. 

Neither announcement was made until 
long after the close of business; the 
day’s markets therefore held back from 
any positive movement. Railway shares 
on the Stock Exchdnge were mostly 
lower, but only fractionally. In the bond 
market, French Republic bonds declined 
sharply. In the foreign exchange mar- 
ket, the German mark went to the new 
low record price of 14%-one hundredths 
of a cent, but rates on other Euro- 
pean markets were little altered. 

In regard to the proposal for termi- 
nating the railway strike, the drift of 
opinion in Wall Street had been strong- 
ly to the effect that reinstatement of 
the striking shopmen with full rights 
of seniority in service would be opposed 
by the executives. Late in the day the 
formal announcement proved this ex- 
pectation to be correct. Whether the 
negotiations to end the strike would or 
would not be brought to at least a 
temporary halt by this decision seemed 


to be another matter, which might de-|* 


pend on the tone and temper of the 
response of the shopmen’s. union. 

The note of the British ministry in 
regard to the inter-governmental war 
debts was also published late in the 
afternoon. To the financial community 
it causéd undoubted perplexity, alike as 
to what concrete action it foreshadowed, 
what result: was expected from it and 
with what definite purpose it had been 
put out. The fact that the note could 
hardly have been sent out without a 
clear political purpose or without ex- 
pectation of definite political results, 
and the improbability that the policy 
of the United States would be changed 
forthwith by this declaration, left the 
financial community disposed to assume 
that the purpose was to bring the ques- 
tion of German reparations to a head. 

Something of last season’s perplexing 
experience with cotton crop estimates 
was. repeated yesterday, when the Gov- 
ernment published its report on the 
frop’s condition as of July 25 and the 
indicated yield. The majority of private 
estimates already published for.that date 
had increased the condition percentage 
over that of a month ago and had raised 
the estimate of yield. On the average 
they had named a condition 73 per cent. 
of normal, and the lowest named was 
71; the average of yield predictions had 
been 11,706,000 bales and the lowest 
11,440,000. -The Department of Agricul- 
ture’s figures, therefore, estimating an 
average condition of 70.8, or lower than 
a month ago, and foreshadowing a crop 
of only 11,449,000 bales, came with a 
shock to the cotton market. 

The significance of this report lies in 
the generally admitted fact that an 
American cotton crop of at least 12,000,- 
000_bales would be necessary this season 
to provide for the absolute requirements 
of consumption and leave the normal 
reserve on hand. A smaller yield than 
that, even with the marketable cotton 
carried over from previous harvests, 
would not meet these requirements. If 
this were to be the actual situation, con- 
sumption of cotton would have to be 
curtailed and an extremely puzzling 
problem would arise-in the market for 
finished goods. No doubt last season’s 
serious blunders in the department’s cot- 
ton estimates will to a certain extent 
discredit its present forecast. Yet it is 
also reasonable to suppose that the very 
fact of those notorious miscalculations 
will have made the work of staff and 
supervisors particularly careful in the 
season of 1922.

THE 
WILLYS CLAIMS SETTLED. 


Federal Judge Accepts Compromise 
Offer of $750,000 Payment. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, Aug. 1.—Claims in- 
volved in a suit recently-filed by the 
Willys Corporation of New York against 
the Willys Overland Company \of To- 
ledo were settled in Federal Court to- 
day when Judge Killits ac&epted a com- 
promise offer of $750,000, which the 
Overland Company will pay within one 
year. 


Three notes for $250,000 each were 
turned over to Frank P. Kennison, one 
of the receivers of the. Willys Corpora- 
tion. They bear the date of Aug. 1 
1922, and will be due May 31, June 16 
and July 31, 1923. All will bear 4% 
per. cent. interest. 

It also was agreed that Judge Curtis 
T. Johnson of Toledo shall investigate 
other claims which are said to be grow- 
ing out ‘of bookkeeping accounts. hese 
claims are limited to $167,797.43 on the 
part of the Willys Overland Company 
against the Willys Corporation and to 
$189,554.15 on the part of the Willys 
Corporation against the Overland Com- 
pany. 


FOREIGN STOCK MARKETS. 


French War Loan Declines in Price;

APPROVE LIGHTING MERGER. 


Nassau and Long Island Companies 
A Conclude Negotiations. 


Announcement was made yesterday 
that negotiations to consolidate the Nas- 
sau Light and Power Company with the 
Long Island Lighting Company have 
been concluded by W. C. Langley & Co. 
An application to authorize the consoli- 
dation will be made soon to the Public 
Service Commission, and if approved, 
it is proposed to issue $3,000,000 in 6 
per cent. bonds and approximately 
$2,000,000 common and $1,000,000 in pre- 
ferred stock for immediate needs. 

This consolidation virtually gives all 
the gas and electric light and power 
business on Long Island up to the city 
line in Queens County to this combina- 
tion, the bankers state. The merger is 


expected to save approximately $200,000 
annually in expenses. The combined 
gross earnings of the companies. are 
running in excess of $2,500,000 annually, 
derived from a plant investment of less 
than $7,500,000.

The Break in the Motor Stocks.

OFN. Y.LIFE & TRUST 


Member for Fifty Years to Be- 
come Honorary Trustee After 
Serving Since 1872. 


LAST ONE OF BIG GROUP 


John Jacob Astor, Aspinwall, Colles, 
W. E. Dodge Jr. and Others 
Were Contemporaries. 


Frederic W. Stevens resigned yesterday 
as an active Trustee of the New York 
Life Insurance and Trust Company after 
being a member of the board for fifty 
years. He was elected a Trustee at the 
August meeting of the board in 1872 
and has served continuously since then. 

Some of the leading financiers of the 
day constituted the board of the New 
York Life Insurance and Trust Com- 
pany at the time of Mr. Stevens’s eléc- 
tion. The personnel included John Jacob 
Astor, William H. Aspinwall, James 
Colles, William Earl Dodge Jr., Meredith 
Howland, John T. Johnston, John I. 
Jones, Robert L. Kennedy, James P. 
Kernochan, Thomas W. Ludlow,, Henry 
Parish, Robert Ray, Joseph Sampson, 
William C. Schermerhorn, 
Strong, Moses Taylor and John D. Wolfe. 
Mr. Stevens is the only survivor of that 
group. 

In adopting resolutions of appreciation 
for the official's half century of service, 
the board said in part: 

“This was a period of general pros- 
perity, 1872.

Have Cash for Next Crop. 

‘The trade, however, is beginning to 
realize that sugar prices are too low 
and that the surplus which existed six 
months ago is almost exhausted; that, 
in fact, the end of December probably 


will see an actual dearth of sugar. This 
will mean a stiffening of suger prices 
and restored prosperity in Ci 

‘Very little of the current Cuban 
sugar erop has been sold at. a profit, 
but last year very little was sold at 
any price, This year the producers have 
made actual sales and received cash. 
They have not liquidated their debts te 
any great extent, but they have enough 
cash to prepare for the next crop, Ww hich 
will begin to be harvested in November. 
This they were not able to do adequately 
last year. 

‘During the next four or five months 
there will not be any great improve- 
ment in general. mereantile business in 

Cube. Merchants will have to continue 
to carry their customera.and will not 
feel warranted in extending new credits 
to any great amount. However, the 
Royal ‘Bank of Canada and the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York are pre- 
dicting better times with the coming 
of the new crop, and their customers 
who are fundamentally sound can ex- 
peet to receive new credits in order 
to enable them te stock up for the bet- 
ter times. 

‘Next year the American. consumer 
wili be fortunate if he gets all the sugar 
he needs. It seems certain that there 
will be a world shortage. Other coun- 
tries needing sugar ean be expected to 
attract Cuban sugars by reducing im- 
pert duties. If we in the United States 
persist in maintaining the present high 
duty of 1.6 cents per pound we can

Bennington, of Surface Com- 
panies, Adds $455,340 to Tran- 
sit Commission Figures.. 


ADOPTED BUREAU’S METHOD 


Puts Reproduction Cost for Nassau 
Electric at $34,318,249 as 
Against $26,509,070. 


The cost of marketing the securities, 
of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit surface 
lines, fixed by the Valuation Bureau of 
the Transit Commission at $1,157,400, 
was increased to $1,612,740, a gain of 
$455,340, by John H| Bennington, head 
of the real estate department of the 
B. R. T. surface companies, who testi- 
fied yesterday before the Transit Com- 
mission. Both Mr. Bennington and | 
Francis Blossom, of Sanderson & Por- 
ter, explained the methods by which 
they had determined there should be 
substantial increases in the figures fixed 
by the Valuation Bureau. 

‘*In your item for company’s expenses, 
prior to construction, of $1,367,822, of 
what does that consist?’’ Mr. Blossom 
was asked. 

“That includes promoters’ remuner- 
ation for services and expenses, includ- 
ing franchise and permanent costs an@ 
fees paid therefor; administrative, legal 
and engineering costs and interest and 
taxes on all expenditures carrying in- 
terest and taxes excepting interest on 
land,’ right of way, consents and dam- 
ages and taxes on land and right of 
way, which as I stated, have been 
lumped in the item of interest and 
taxes during construction. The com- 
pany’s expenses prior to. construction 
are 6 per cent. of the contract cost. 

“The item of brokerage fees for mar 
keting securities amounting to $1,612,740 
as compared with the Valuation Bu- 
reau’s allowance of $1,157,400—does that 
represent the difference between 5 per 
cent. used by them and 6 per cent. used 
by you? 

‘* No, that represents 6 per cent. on 
all money required other than brokerage 
itself.’’ 

The witness, when asked if he had tn- 
cluded “ brokerage on brokerage,’’ said 
that he had not. Under examination by 
A. M. Williams, representing the 
B. R. T., the witness was asked: 

‘“*J notice in this table an allowance 
of $325,000 in your Column 8 of Table 
1 for materials and supplies, an allow- 
ance of $12,000 in Table 2 under] 
non-operating property, and an al-! 
lowance of $14,000 in Table 3, repre | 
senting omitted items. Will you explain 


how you arrived at these figures and 
what they are for?’’ 

‘“‘They are the materials and supplies 
allocated between the various compa- 
nies, the share of the Nassau Electric 
Railroad being calculated as $325,000."’ 

‘* Does that figure represent the Nas- 
sau Blectric Railroad Company’s pro- 
portionate part of the total materials 
and supplies carried in the name of the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company?’ . 

“‘In effect that is what it figures. It 
amounts to approximately 144 per cent. 
of the contract cost, was checked) 
against the total amount of materials 
end supplies, which fluctuates consider- | 
ably, and specifically was reached by | 
taking $600,000, the amount which be-! 
longs to the Brooklyn City Railroad, | 
and applying to the contract costs of 








the cther properties the same percentage 
which ,000 bears to $39,008,949, being, 
the revised contract cost of the Brooklyn 
City Railroad, as to which -we had some 
precise data.’

“The recapitulation at the bottom of 
Statement No. 1 gives a grand total of 
the reproduction costs at 1921~basis of 
prices ‘as revised by you for the’ Nassau 
Electric Railroad Company, amounting 
to . $84,318,249 as against $26,509,070 
found in the Valuation Bureau report? 

Mr> Blossom said that it did; and that 
it showed in detail the formula used by 
him in computing the various items. At 
the morning session he had explained to 
the members of ‘the commission some- 
what more in detail his methods, and 
among other things, said: 

‘“My review was made as far as 
practicable in conformance with tre 
methods and the procedure followed by 
the Valuation ureau of the Transit 
Commission in its report dated Feb. 15, 
1922. I adopted that as the basis or 





starting point and added to it the items 
or amounts which it appeared to have 
ommitted in the operating property. 

‘“*T then added the non-operating prop- 
erty and the apparent shortages there- 
in. There was some property, such as 
real estate and land, that was owned by 
the companies but not listed either as 
an operating or non-operating property.

HULBERT ADVOCATES 
BRIDGE FROM BRONX 


Ferry Point to Whitestone, Says 
Aldermanic President, Logical 
Location for New Span. 


Murray .Hulbert, President of the 
Board of Aldermen, in a letter to Grover 
A. Whalen, Commissioner of Plant and 
Structures, suggested yesterday that if 
another bridge is to be built over the 
East River it should be at Ferry Point, 
in the Bronx, with Whitestone, in 
Queens. In his letter Mr. Hulbert said: 

“Tre New YOrK TIMES quotes you as 
favoring a new bridge across the East 
River at Twenty-third Street. Before 
you make any recommendations to the 
Board of Estimate, I would appreciate !t 
very much if you would give consider- 
ation to the proposal to build a bridge 
from Ferry Point, in the Bronx, to 
Whitestone, if you have not already 
done so. This is the logical location for 
the next bridge. The river is narrow at 
that point; and it will divert traffic from 
the already congested section of Long 
Island and at the same time afford di- 
rect transportation of food products to 
the fastest growing borough, and relieve 
upper Manhattan as well.

PUTS PERMANENT BAN 


ON CLOTHING WORKERS] 


Philadelphia Judge Issues an In- 
junction to Restrain Amalga- 
mated’s Activities. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 1.—A perma- 
nent injunction restraining the Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers of America 
from molesting, {ntimidating or other- 
wise interfering with the employes. of 
the A. B. Kirschbaum Clothing Company 
was issued today by Judge Rogers at the 
conclusion of a hearing at which one 
witness testified that he had been 
threatened with death for refusal to join 
the clothing workers’ organization. 
Others. testified that they had been 
threatened with bodily harm for aimilar 


| refusals. 


Judge Rogers ordered that the names 
of the 4,085 members of the Amalga- 
mated appear in the injunction, and is- 
sued a’ warning that violations would 
meet with severe punishment. 


The hearing was marked by heated 
verbal clashes between Judge Rogers 
and William A. Gray, counsel for the 
Amalgamated. : 

Immediately after M. Filaxman, 4 
tailor employed by the Kirschbaum Com- 
pany, testified that he had been threat- 
ened with death, a clash took place be- 
tween Judge Rogers and Gray. The at- 
torney’s objection to tre ission of 
the testimony was overruled. 

Gray then demanded that the court 
make public retraction for having “ex- 
pressed an opinion the day before that 
Lazarus Marcovitz, a witness, had lied 
in declaring himself to be a naturalized 
citizen. The attorney produced natural- 
ization papers as proof that Marcovitz 
had been a citizen for nineteen years. 

‘*The court will not make any retrac- 
tion,’’ said Judge Rogers. ‘‘ The court 
knows all about this man.’’ ‘ 

‘* Your honor also stated yesterday,’ 
tre attorney said, ‘‘ that vou intended to 
break u is organization and drive it 
out of the country.”’ 

‘* Yes,’ retorted the’ Judge, “‘I said 
that and I won't take that back, either. 
This organization is not incorporated 
and should have no legal recognition. It 
should be driven out of all existance as 
a menace to the nation.” 

‘But it is an organization,” insisted 
the attorney. 

“* Yes,’ responded the Judge, ‘‘ an or- 
ganization with a membership and 
agents, unnaturalized, who are sent bere 
as agitators to promote strife and 
trouble and violence at our factories 
where the employes are having no diffi- 
culties whatever.”’

One. of the most significant events in 
a great many years occurred about five 
minutes before the report appeared.

Suddenly one or two brokers 
began bidding for a quantity of -cetton 
which rushed prices up rapidly. Taken 
unawares so near the report, this bid- 
ding disclosed very little cotton for sale. 
October rose 60. points. or more while 
these orders were in process of’ execu- 


tion. Hardly had buying been completed 
when the report itself produced one of 
the most exciting quarters of an hour 
of the year. With an actual decline in- 
| stead of an improvement, it became 
difficult -to buy cotton. Room ‘traders 
bid 22 and 22% cents for October the 
irstant figures were posted. It was evi- 
Gent that few buying orders had been 

laced in the ring based on condition »be- 

ow last month,: The majority. read on 
a basis of 73 or 74, so that it was some 
time before’ outside orders began. to ap- 
pear. In the interval professional opera- 
tors took all contracts in sight. Demand 
became such that prices rose 10 and 20 
points between trades, After October 
touched 2244 cents, orders began to pour 
into ,the ring from. sources outside the 
Exchange, causing a general scramble. 
Late positions became extremely active 
and it was Pa until an advance of 1% 
cents to 1% cents had taken place that 
any appreciable supply of contracts be- 
came available, After ober and De- 
cember had iouchéd 22.90 or 170 points

The advance attracted heavy selling 
by houses with Southern. connections, 
erders coming from ‘sections where the 
oe ig 4 promising one.

quarters. The season is now rapidly 
approaching a point where the move- 
ment of new cotton will become a fac- 
tor. So violent an upturn encouraged 
more profit-taking and within cistgen 
minutes following the report the tide 
began to recede. While there was little 
disposition to take the. selling side, 
owing to need of rain in Western sec- 
tions, the market ran inte contracts 
bought at these levels nearly a month 
ago. Pressure depre e general 
list about tec when outside buying again 
appeared with - sustaining. effect. 

An-effort.to Hft the market.the last 
hour ‘failed. A few room:«traders took 
all cotton for salé.on a basis of. 2214¢ 
for October and attracted enough fol- 
lowing to carry quotations up 15° or 20 
points. - But outside business proved 
too limited to bring success and when 
New Orleans broke the last half hour 
& decline of 30 points followed. October 
in New Orleans ran off 40 points sharp- 
ly... Many months here showed a loss 
of 79 points from extreme figures, but 
closing quotations reflected a gain of 
a full cent a pound. 

One of the most important items of 
the day was Secretary Hester's figures 
on consumption and carry-over. The

BUGHLER AT INQUIRY 
DEFIES HIRSHPIELD 


Refuses to Testify at Open-Air 
Markets Hearing and Is Or- 
dered From Room. 


IS THREATENED WITH TRIAL 


Charges Commissioner Has Brother 
in Markets Department and !s 
Interested in O’ Malley. 
ee mem ee en 


When Dr. Samuel Buchler, former Dep- 
uty Commissioner of. Markets under Com- 
missioner Edwin J. O'Malley, refused to 
testify yesterday at the investigation 
which Commissioner of Accounts David 
Hirshfield is making in the open-air 
markets situation, Commissioner Hirsh- 
field ordered him from the room. Later 
Dr. Buchler in a statement accused 
Hirshfield of bias and prejudice. 

Buchler insisted upon making a state- 
ment, but Hirshfield said he would have 
to be sworn and give testimony in the 
form of questions and answers. When 
the latter threatened to have him 
brought before the Supreme Court for 
contempt, Dr. Buchler declared he was 
not afraid. One of Dr. Buchler’s rea- 
sons for refusing to testify except in his 
own way was this: 

‘‘Having found out that one Joe 
Hirshfield, a brother of the Commission- 
er of Accounts, is closely affiliated with 
the Department of Public Markets, draw- 
ing from the treasury a weekly salary, 
L cannot see my way clear to disclose 
facts now in my possession against 
O’Malley to the Commissioner of Ac- 
counts who must necessarily in this case 
be an interested party and cannot sit in 
judgment on a man whose welfare has 
been promoted by his own brother. 

“Any Judge, in any court, civil or 
criminal, in the State of New York, or 
any other State, would under similar 
circumstances, withdraw from the trial. 
I cannot conceive why the Commissioner 
of Accounts sitting in this case, should 
not abide by the same well-recognized 
rules of judicial procedure. I am ready 
to volunteer testimony before any im- 
partial tribuna} vested with the authori- 
ty to investigate the tactics of Mr. 
O’ Malley. 

‘‘ From certain happenings during the 
last few days and certain acts of the 
Commissioner of Accounts, I have a 


| right to believe that the investigation 


conducted by him in reference to graft 
in the Department of Public Markets 
has no meaning other than to aid the 
cause of Mr. O'Malley, who, in spite of 
the charge made against him from all 


sides, seems to be silent and allows the 
Commissioner of Accounts to be his 
mouthpiece.”’ 

Commissioner O'Malley in a statement 
charged that criticism of his conduct of 
the Department of Markets was inspired 
by certain political interests who seek 
to destroy the city department in order 
to strengthen ahe control of the State 
Markets Department over the food busi- 
ness of the city. 

Commissioner O’Malley stated that the 
attacks in almost every instance eman- 
ated from William L. Hundertmark, 
Secretary of the New York Market 
Growers’ Association, which, he said, 
was formed at the office of Herschel H. 
Jones, director in charge of the New 
York office of the Division of Foods and 
Markets of the State Department of 
Farms and Markets. Mr. Hundertmark, 
Commissioner O’Malley charged, is a 
resident of Passaic, N. J., and the or- 
ganization of which he is Secretary is 
composed of New Jersey people working 
in the political interest of Representa- 
tive Amos H. Ratcliffe of Passaic 
United States Senator Frelinghuysen and 
the Port Authority. 


AUSTRALIA’S CACTUS PEST. 


Prickly Pear Is Invading 20,000 
Acres Every Month. 


SYDNEY, N. S. W., June 21 (Cor 
tespondence of The Associated Press, 
Mail).—The prickly pear pest is spread- 
ing at the rate of 20,000 acres a month 
in New South Wales, agricultural au- 
thorities say. About 5,000,000 acres are 
infested, the property loss being at 
least £250,000. 

Under the last Government a bill was 
drafted to deal with the pest, but it 
never reached the House. It made it 
a penal offense to let prickly pear grow 
on clean lands and dealt with clearable 
lands on their merits, 


WANTS MARINES HELD BACK. 


Governor Carey Protests to Harding 
on Teapot Dome Ejectments. 


CHEYENNE, Aug. 1.—Governor Rob- 
ert Carey telegraphed to President Hard- 
ing late last night protesting against 
the sending of marines to Wyoming to 
eject alleged squatters from the Teapot 
Dome Naval Oil Reserve. The message 
read: 

‘“‘Have seen press reports to effect ma- 
rines been ordered remove certain claim- 
ants from lands in Teapot Naval Oil Re- 
serve. If such reports are true, would 
respectfully protest against such action. 
If any person or persons are in illegal 
possession of lands in this field, the 
can be removed by legal process throug 
courts. ' 

‘‘Such procedure as is contemplated 
ignores the courts of the nation and es- 
tablishes precedent whereby any Federal 
bureau or department may enforce its 
whims or, mandates by military force 
rather than by legal action. In this in- 
stance no legal attempt has been made 
remove these claimants. It has not been 
proven that they have violated any law 
and it is also possible that their claims 
are as valid as some of,those purchased 
by the Sinclair interests and'turned over 
to the Government. Finally, I would ad- 


| vise you that no state of lawlessness ex- 


ists in Wyoming to justify use armed 
forces.”*

Remainder of Men’s Wear Fabrics, 
for Spring Shown by the 
American Company. 


The remainder of the men’s wear lines 
for the Spring, 1923, season was opened 
by the American Woolen Company yes- 
terday. The showing comprised semi- 
staple mixtures, fancy weave mixtures 
and piece dyes in Department 1, Division 
B, fancy worsteds in Department 2 and 
fine fancy worsteds in Department 7. 

The feature of the price range in the 
fancy worsteds shown by Department 2 
was the fact that the line this year be- 
gan at $1.47%, compared with the low 
price for last Spring of $1.77%.

GARMENT STYLE SHOW. 


To Be a Feature In Connection With 
the Merchandise Fair. 


At the division of the Merchandise 
Fair to be conducted by the National 
Garment Retailers’ Association in the 
Seventy-first Regiment Armory begin- 
ning next Monday, the outstanding 
feature will be the elaborate style show 
which will be presented. This will ex- 
ceed, in point of sumptuousness and the 
number of garments displayed, any ex- 
hibition of its kind that has ever been 
held in. this city. 

One hundred and twenty-five manikins 
have been selected to display the latest 
styles for Fall in women’s ready-to-wear 
garments. The setting for the show has 
been designed by one of the leading 
theatrical producers and is called the 
“Cascade Gardens.” The stage, which 


is 24 feet long and 70 feet wide, will 
occupy one end of the armory, with a 
fashion promenade 90 feet long extend- 
ing from it through the centre of the 
building. On either side of the runway 
wili be seating space for the large num- 
ber of buyers whe will attend. In addi- 
tion to this the balcony of the armory, 
which will seat 3,000 persons com- 
fortably, will be available. 

The show will commence next Monday 
night at 9 o’clock and will be presented 
each night in the following two weeks 
with the exception of Sundays. During 
next week the showing will be confined 
to dresses, cloaks and suits, while in the 
following week there will be exhibited 
a complete line of women’s garments of 
ali descriptions. The opening of the 
fashion show will be preceded by an 
elaborate banquet for the buyers, who 
have come from every State in the Union 
to attend the exhibition. 

For years the idea of a style show, as 
represented by the displays of the Na- 
tional Garment Retailers’ Association, 
has been in increasing favor among re- 
tail merchants as a means of obtaining 
first-hand style information and the 
tendencies for the Fall and Winter sea- 
son. They have been held during Febru- 
ary and August for the past four years, 
and the present occasion is expected to 
establish definitely this method of show- 
ing the new modes in women’s garments, 

Further application for space in the 
Grand Central Falace have brought the 
number of exhibitors to above 600. This 
indicates there will be more than 1,000 
exhibitors in the great enterprise, if the 
totals for the Seventy-first ‘Regiment 
Armory and the Palace are combined.

Another feature is 
the plainness of the models most in 
favor, the absence of wing tips, fancy 
foxings and other trimmings being espe- 
cially noticeable.

A New Indoor Golf Device. 


Something new in an indoor golf de- 
vice has just reached this city from 
London.

CINCINNATI, Aug. 1 (Associated 
Press):—Six were killed, nine seriously 


injured, including two perhaps fatally, 
and more than fifty badly bruised and 
shaken when a Cincinnati, Lebanon & 
Northern train was in a head-on col- 
lision with a negro Sunday school excur- 
Sioh train carrying more than 200 per- 
sons at Lester station, a suburb 'of Cin- 
cinnati, today. The excursion was of the 
Sunday school of Park Avenue Methodist 
Episcopal Church. 

The wreck occurred at a sharp curve 
fin the road, making it impossible for 
either engineer to see the approach of 
the other train. 

Coroner D. C. Handley announced that | 
he would hold an inquest to determine 
the responsibility for the wreck. 

R. C. Barnard, Superintendent of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad here, of which 
the Cincinnati, Lebanon & Northern is 
@® branch, said that he ‘could not 
fmagine,’’ how. the wreck occurred. 
“Train No. 11, the Dayton train, was 
on time,” he said. ‘ The engineer of 
the excursion train should have known 
that No. 11 was due, and should have 
waited at East Norwood until it had 
passed."’ 

He said that the engineer of the ex- 
eursion train, who was an extra man, 
“seemed to forget all about train No. 
11 and came ahead.’ 

E. Kahoe, conductor of the regular 
train, said: 

“I had the right of way or I would 
not have been coming in.”’ 

Of the dead, two were members of the 
train crew. Fred Seilinger, fireman of 
the excursion train, was found burned 
to death in the engine cab of his train 
and Horace R. Fite, brakeman on the 
same train, was crushed to death. 

As the trains met there was a hissing 
of steam and a grinding of steel. Pray- 
ers, curses and groans came from those 
imprisoned under the wreckage. The 
momentum cf the coaches caused them 
to drive against the tenders, telescoping 
the first coaches on both trains. The 
regular train carried five coaches and 
the excursion train three. 

All the available ambulances in Cin- 
cinnati, together with fire apparatus 
and police patrol wagons, were rushed 
to the scene and the injured were taken 
to hospitals. 

The rescuers encountered great dif- 
ficulty in getting the negro passengers 
out of the wreck. Many of those on the 
picnic train attempted to chop their 
way out of the telescoped wooden 
coaches, not waiting for rescuers to lift 
the wreckage. 

Many were pinned beneath heavy tim- 
bers, maimed and shrieking for help. 
Others, stunned into unconsciousness, 
moaned for help as firemen lifted the 
crushing weight from their imprisoned 
bodies. 

The firemen and engineer of the regu- 
lar train both jurhped and escaped with 
slight injuries.
